The invention a rod that 
reaches up from the ground to 
brush against a golfer’s fore¬ 
head • makes the player im¬ 
mediately aware of any head 
movement during a swing at 
the ball. 

“It is strictly a practising 
device.’’ Broths said in an in¬ 
terview. It is designed mostly 
for use in the backyard and 
not on a golf course. 

He said it is a very simple 
device, light to carry. 

“It could easily be teles¬ 
coped and carried in a golf 
bag, and it will be inexpen¬ 
sive.”

Otto, chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Centre for the Explora¬ 
tion of Human Potentiail, in 
San Diego, Calif, is in Vic¬ 
toria (>n a grant from the 
human resources de|iartmont.

(’ehfre ancT C.rerrrer Virt or i a - 
Council of Churches. 

Figure out your stremgths 
an# resources, Otto advised. 
Th^ deal with your fears and 
concerns within the confines 
of your strengths. 

Discover where your inter¬ 
ests lie. Acquire and nourish 
curiosity (wlien you lose it. 
you’n* on your way to death.) 
Creativity is close to curiosi¬ 
ty. 

“In this room we could find, 
two dozen people who have 
great talent in drawing and 
painting. Maybe half a dozen 
sculptors. Maybe even some 
dousers. people who divine 
where water is. There is all 
sorts of talent here but many 
will iiist take it to the j^rave 
with them,” Otto said. 

W^ork on your attitudes to¬ 
ward se.N, he said, get to your 
feelings about death and 
dying. “If you can face death 
and accept it on an emotional 
level >ou will find that energy 
will be freed for fuller liv¬ 
ing.” 

“Then comes all that stuff 
about investment, stocks and 
where you will live,” he 
added.

Beer parlor operators: 


30 cents a glass 
just not enough 


Beer parlor operators are 
as unhappy as their patrons 
about a five cent increase in 
the price of draught beer — 
but for tlie opj;»osite reason. 

The owners don’t Ihlnk the 
inprease is big enough. 

It was announced Friday by 
William Bruce, general man¬ 
ager of the Liquor Adminis¬ 
tration Branch, and it was ef¬ 
fective immediately, bringing 
the cost of a glass to 30 cents. 

George Laak, head of the 
Victoria division of the B.C. 
Hotels Association, said he is 
very disappointed that the in¬ 
crease is OTily five cents. 

“It wasn’t what we were e.x- 
pecting,” Laak said. “We had 
hofied for an increase of at 
least 10 cents since there’s a 
lot of catching up to do.” 

He added he is pleased that 
beer parlors providing enter¬ 
tainment will be able to apply 
for higher prices. “That’s a 
step in the right direction.’’ 

Bruce said places providing 
entertainment have the right 
to appeal to the L.A.B. if they 
consider a higher price is re¬ 
quired. 

Bottled beer prices remain 
unciianged but Bruce noted 
that breweries are seeking a 
price increase for the bottled 
product. He said a decision 
would be made after all bre¬ 
weries had submitted briefs 
arguing their case. 

Breweries have asked hir 
an increase in bottled beer 
sold in hotels or beverage 
rooms but not in the price of 
bottled beer sold in liquor 
stores.

B.C. landlords, rebuffed by 
Attorney General Alex Mac¬ 
donald in their protests 
against rent control, are seek¬ 
ing a sympathetic ear from 
the NDP caucus. 

Richard Dolan, executive 
director of the B.C. Rental 
Housing Council, said Friday 
representatives of the council 
will meet with the legislators 
next Thursday. 

They met last Thursday 
with Macdonald but were un¬ 
able to win any concessions. 

In a letter to MLA:;, the 
council slates the rental hous¬ 
ing industry is angry at “the 
double cop-out of the rentals- 
man and attorney-general 
from the promised rent guide- 
line-and-appeal system pro¬ 
claimed Oct. 1 in the new 
Landlord and Tenant Act. 


"In his misguided, shotgun 
effort for a minority of hard- 
pressed tenants, the attorney- 
general is throwing out the 
baby with the bath water,” 
the letter says. “No'^ tenant 
will benefit in the long run.” 

The letter urges MLAs to: 

• Disapprove of the “un¬ 
fair and oppressive” 10.6 per 
cent ceiling on 1975 rent in¬ 
creases. 

• Retain the flexible con- 
c-ept embodied in the Land¬ 
lord and Tenant Act. 

• Allow landlords to ap- 
iJeal for higher rents on eco¬ 
nomic grounds. 

• Demand complete aboli¬ 
tion of rent controls. 

The council represents 1,600 
apartment owners and 100,000 
suites. 


Lea plans to uncork 
highway bottleneck 


Stops, starts and delays will 
end In about three years bir 
commuters on the Trans- 
Canada Highway between 
Thetis Lake inter^ange and 
the Town and Coi»jntry shop¬ 
ping centre. 

A project to widen the 
3Va-miie stretch from two to 
four lanes has been an¬ 
nounced by Highways Min¬ 
ister Graham Lea. 

However, commuters will 
have to wait until the end of 
next year before construction 
begins on the project to un¬ 
cork the traffic bottleneck on 
the heavily-used highway. 

The widening project is ex- 
jiecled to take up to two yeai*s 
to complete. 

'The project includes the re¬ 
designing of the ramps at 
Thetis Lake turn-off as well 
as the intersections at 
Helmcken, Burnside and Tilli- 
cum to ensure a faster traffic 
flow. 

Tlie project would be co-or¬

The second stage of the 
Trans-Canada widening proj¬ 
ect will include an additional 
four lanes permitting the sep¬ 
aration of l(Xjal and through 
traffic.

Alternative to water-guzzling toilet 


No flush of success in sight

Spending millions of dollars on sewers so 
we can flush waste with water is a prime ex¬ 
ample of “adopting a wrong concept a^d de¬ 
veloping it to perfection.” 

That’s the opinion of regional engineer 
William Gerry who oversees the construction 
of all sew'er projects in the Capital Region. 

But Gen-y qualifies his statements by add¬ 
ing that no belter system has yet been de¬ 
veloped. 

In an interview on the possible use of wa¬ 
terless toilets, Gerry said a lot more re¬ 
search has to go into those systems. 

There are basic waterless toilet sys¬ 
tems available.’^ 

One operates with a combination of 'elec¬ 
tric coil and chemicals: the other is a sophis¬ 
ticated piece of equipment, operating on a 
compost hck^ip principle in which waste mate¬ 
rials are broken down naturally. 

Gerry said neither would lend itself to use 
in urban ar^as. 


But. he conceded “they're excellent in 
rural areas.” 

Because they are rather sophisticated, 
both systems, Gerry said, need a lot of 
“tender loving care,” which city dwellers 
just wouldn’t be prepared to give them. 

Gerry didn’t rule out the possibility of iier- 
fecting the waterless toilet, but added that 
“some breakthrough” was needed. 

Gerry’s comments were substantiated by 
Chris Woodward, associate deputy minister 
of municipal affairs. 

Woodward inspected both systems when 
he was in Sweden about two years ago. He 
said the provincial government is carefully 
monitoring the progress made by engineers 
who are constantly improving the waterless- 
toilet concept. 

Woodward said the systems arc already 
effective in dealing with human waste; the 
problem is the disposal of other wastes, 
wliick* indiide detergents, diemical?; and 
plastlci. 


Wherever the.se toilets have been used, 
people reijort success. 

/frhil Rilhaler, vice-president of Stuart ’ 
Developments in Port Moody, said in an in¬ 
terview his company has been using a wa¬ 
terless toilet on construction sites for more 
than three mojiths. 

The type used by Stuart Developments de¬ 
stroys human waste by a combination of heat 
coils and chemicals, reducing it to a minute 
amount of odorless ash which can be used as 
fertilizer. 

Rilhaler said there have been no problems 
at all since the toilet has been used by as 
many as 45 men every day. 

If he needed another one. he said, he 
wouldn’t hesitate to buy one instead of using 
the old wooden-type “Johnny on the spot. ” 

All indications arc, however, that it wmII 
lie quite some lime before goveroments will 
no longer have to build elaborate sewage sys- 
iem§ an^ ti'eatment ^anU. .

Duck call tracked down 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Conser¬ 
vative leader Robert Stanfield 
said Saturday he expects to 
be replaced as party leader 
by next (all and will retire 
from politics at the end of his 
term. 

In an interview broadcast 
on Standard Broadcast News’ 
Capital Report, Stanfield said. 
“I would need a pretty good 
reason. I would pieed to be 
given a pretty good reason to 
persuade me to go beyond 
next fall aometime.” 

The opposition leader told 
his caucus last August, follow- 
^ing losses in the July 8 elec¬ 


tion that he would remain as 
party leader, but did not fix a 
date for his retirement. 

Stanfield said in the Satur¬ 
day interview he would “re¬ 
tain the Halifax seat for the 
full life of Parliament unless 
my successor wants to open 
up the seat, so I will be car¬ 
rying on as a member of Par¬ 
liament but, as you know, as 
a back-bencher.” 

He said the new leader 
should not necessarily be cho¬ 
sen from among the members 
of the present caucus, but 
added that he would not try 
to influence the party’s deci¬ 


sion “unless by chance, and I 
don’t expect it to happen, 
someone were to appear to be 
running strongly for the lead¬ 
ership. someone whom I 
thought very definitely bad 
for the party. “I don’t expect 
that to happen and I have no 
intention at the moment of 
trying to influence the choice 
at all.” 

Stanfield said his relations 
with the caucus were good de¬ 
spite the election loss, but “I 
have no interest in prolonging 
my interim leadership. I don’t 
want to push my luck too 
far.”

Eleven 
high voltage power transmis¬ 
sion line towers in Oregon had 
been damaged by dynamite 
blasts before the letter was 
i-efceived. 

Julius Mattson, FBI agent 
in charge, said agents were 
communicating with the ex¬ 
tortionist on citizens band 
radio. They used a code 
directed by the extortionist - 
who signed his com¬ 
munications ”J. Hawker” 
in the last three of six letters. 

“The code was similar to 
Morse <^e but was his own,” 
Mattson' said. “We n t v • r 
heard his voice.” He said 
FBI agents used voice trans¬ 
mission. 

Mattson said directional 
finders led agents to a car on 
the southeast edge ci Portland 
in which a couple was riding. 
A man was holding a portable 
radio out the driver’s window. 

When the man and his 
woman passenger observed 
the car following them, the 
driver appeared to throny it 
out. 

Agents halted the car and 
found a citizens bands radio 


and a duck call. Mattson said 
the duck call signal “sounded 
like the trans'^issions we had 
"Ijeen receiving” 

“We also found in Mrs. 
Heesch's purse a .22 caliber 
Derringer pistol, and it was 
loaded,” he said.

Angeles acupuncture 
specialist says he has devel¬ 
oped a new way to lost weight 
— shooting little staples into 
an inner ridge of the ear 
which patients rub when they 
feel hungry. 

Dr. Lester Sacks said the 
rubbing of the steel staples 
causes a full feeling in the 
stomach. 

A patient can lose from 
eight to 10 pounds a month 
with this treatment, he said. 
The staples are left in the ear 
for 12 weeks. 

Sacks, who studied acu¬ 
puncture in Britain three 
years ago, said he originally 
developed the ear staple 
treatment two years ago for 
rutting down drug addicts’ 
craving for heroin. 

”We don’t really know how 
it works,” he said. “We be¬ 
lieve there is a connection be¬ 
tween certain ear points and 
the hypothalmus, a regulating 
centre at the base of tbe 
brain. 

“This regulating centre pro-

duces a nervous system reac¬ 
tion which dilates the stomach 
and gives a sense (rf fullness.” 

Sacks said the treatment 
had had one unexpected side- 
effect — it can increase sex¬ 
ual appetite. 

“I don’t know why that hap¬ 
pens, cither. I have seen some 
female patients literally^ gel 
turned on.” 

Sacks has regular courses 
for other doctors in his medi¬ 
cal clinic and said the idea is 
catching on. 

A Phoenix, Ariz., doctor, 
who asked not to be named, 
said: 

“Patients can eat whatever 
they choose because they will 
naturally eat less due to their 
full feeling.” 

The doctor said he was also 
getting successful results with 
cigarette addicts — those 
smoking three or four packs a 
day. 

The cigarette smoker, like 
the fat people, simply has to 
rub an ear. 

”If the urge persists, he is 
allowed three puff.s on a ciga- 
. retie. 


• The first thing patients no¬ 
tice is that the cigarette 
tastes stale. If the original 
craving persists and the ear 
rubbing is again unsuccessful, 
the patient is allowed three 
more puffs. 

“Staples do not stop you 
smoking. They do alleviate 
the desire and withdrawal 
symptoms that make patients 
a nervous wreck.” 

One of the Phoenix doctor’s 
patients, Shirley Crain of 
Tempe, Ariz., said the staple.s 
had worked well for her. 

‘Tve been on diets all my 
life and I have always felt so 
depressed.” she said. “This 
time I don’t feel depressed 
.s^d I’m not hungry all the 1- 
time.” I 

Mrs. Crain, 41. said she had 
lost eight pounds in a month 
and hoped to get her original 
153-pound weight down to 135 
pounds. 

Asked whether she had felt 
any quickening of sexual ap¬ 
petite. Mrs. Crain replied: ”1 
don’t knov' about that. My 
husband is out of 1o^vn”

N ot that the consumer needed the con- 
fiiination, but price index listings for October 
released Thursday by Statistics Canada show the 
cost-of-living tightening its grip on the pocketbook. 

There was a nine-tenths of 1 per cent increase 
from September, and a 11.6 per cent rise from a 
year ago. Food prices were the main contributors, 
up by 1.4 per cent from the previous month even 
though declines are usually seen at this time of the 
year. 

Declines? Times have changed. The meaning 
of the word is lost in the strain of inflation which 
has distorted prices so badly it is difficult to imag¬ 
ine a more confusing state of affairs. 

And the governments of the country aren’t 
helping to explain the condition, thinking perhaps 
that the consumer has come to accept things as 
they are. 

This would seem to be the case. Maybe the 
consumer has become so overwhelmed by the com¬ 
plexities of economics that he is sitting back with¬ 
out questioning the goings-on. 


There certainly hasn’t been a great deal of 
talk about the strange happenings at the beginning 
of the month in that meeting of the premiers of the 
provinces with the prime minister of the country. 

It was called to consider the issue of inflation 
and the expectation was that some plan of action 
would be devised to bring at least a little easing of 
the pressure of rising costs. 

But nothing came. There has been nothing to 
suggest even, that the heads of government did 
anything more than have a pleasant chit-chat lun¬ 
cheon. 

There have been some strange statements of 
concurrence with the course that Ottawa has cho¬ 
sen to meet the country’s economic woes, strange 
because if there is a course it has never been re¬ 
vealed. 

Rather, the federal government has chosen to 
sit back and hope for the best. And the strangest 
thing of all is that the provinces are running for 
the pipe and slippers. 


Growing cost of arms 


\5^HEN HE DISCUSSED his department’s esti- 
^ mates in the House of Commons late last 
month. Defence Minister James Richardson made 
much of the ways in which the department had cut 
expenses. 

“We in National Defence,’’ Mr. Richardson 
said, “are aware, as are all other departments and 
all citizens, that rapidly rising prices are a major 
problem. We saw, when planning early in the fiscal 
year, that if we had adopted the over-all program, 
if we had got everything we wanted, we would 
have been another ^00 million over even an ex¬ 
panded budget, one that was up by more than a 
quarter of a billion dollars. In order to reduce ex¬ 
penditures and prevent that almost uncontrolled 
expansion of expenditure, we took the steps I shall 
describe. 

“Essentially, we reduced expenses in four 
areas, Firet, by natural attrition the strength of 
the force in numbers went from about 82,(300 to 
79,0(X). Through that attrition process we achieved 
an expenditure saving of more than $50 million. 
Second, we made reductions in operations, that is, 
in areas such as fuel consumption and travel. The 
reduction in operations fo the current year rep;’e- 
sents a saving of $12 million. 

“Third, we stretched out the procurement 
process and in that way, while trying to maintain 
all essential capital requirements, cut expenditures 
by $23 million. Finally and fourthly, we took a 
hard look at the purchasing program. As hon. 
membei’s know, we have a very big inventory. We 
found that by better inventory management, by 
not having more than we need on our shelves and 
by introducing a new system, we were actually able 
to save this year $13 million. 

“These figures add up to about $98 million, or 
approximately the $1(K) million by which we would 
have been over even an expanded budget if we had 
not tak^n these steps ...’’ 


In some ways, these “savings” are certainly 
commendable, although all of them may not truly 
be savings in the longer run. Spreading out the 
purchasing program, for instance, invites added 
cost through inflation, and so may the reduction of 
inventory. And it is difficult to applaud the fact 
that it was through the further reduction in the 
number of Canada’s servicemen that the biggest 
component of the total saving — half of it — was 
maoe. 

But these misgi>?ht^ aside, and giving the 
department all due credit for holding expenditure 
down to a budget that was up only 7 per cent from 
the year before while inflation was around 10 per 
cent, it is still interesting to look at how little $100 
million counts for at a time when Canada’s forces 
are in urgent need of new and modern equipment, 
and when the minister agrees that the part of the 
budget spent on equipment and operations must be 
increased. 

Among defence experts it is agreed that Cana¬ 
da needs replacements for its ancient Centurion 
tanks, its CF-104 aircraft in Europe and CF-lOls in 
air defence and its long-range coastal patrol planes, 
not to mention a continuing upgrading of its naval 
vessels. 

To take just one of these items, there is a 
contest going on in Europe for what is being called 
“the arms deal of the century,” the replacement of 
worn-out F-104 jet fighters bought from the United 
States a decade ago. The contest, with four NATO 
countries considering the choice, is between the 
Mirage F-1 made in France and two U.S. planes, 
General Dynamics’ YF-17 and Northrup’s YF-17. 
These are probably the planes that must figure in 
Canada’s plans. 

The value of an initial contract for 350 air¬ 
craft is put at about $1.7 billion, or of sales over 10 
years at $20 'billion. It is dismaying to think that 
for his $100 million savings, Mr. Richardson could 
buy 20 of these planes and a few spare parts.

The rejection of belt-tightening 


Mosi of the provincial pre¬ 
miers are said lo feel, after 
their brief conference with 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
Finance Minister Turner, that 
the federal Kovemment is on 
the FiKht track in dealing with 
inflation. 

What does it mean? 

Well. Trudeau won the July 
8 election on the proposition 
that nothing much can he 
done atx)ut inflation aparf 
from cushioning its impact on 
those worst hit by it. Voters in 
the two large.sl provinces re¬ 
jected the belt-tightening plan 
lor fighting inflation offered 
by the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party. 

The lesson of public refusal 
to sup|)ort lough anti-inflation 
measures was no‘ lost on the 
provincial prem ers. Every 
one of them faces his own 
electorate and is not likely to 
court defeat by trying to con¬ 
vince voters that evasion of 
the basic problems of inflation 
is shortsighted and probably 
suicidal. 

The prem id’s' alleged satis¬ 
faction with the nothing- 
miyh-can-he-done stance of

the federal government there¬ 
fore means endorsement and 
adoption of the same short-v 
term political expediency on 
which Trudeau based and won 
his election campaign. 

While this is virtually cer¬ 
tain to suit their political 
needs very well, it disregards 
the even more certain escala¬ 
tion of the damage unchecked 
inflation is already causing. 
Such ruthless opportunism 
smothers arguments of higher 
responsibility. 

The damage, which is 
spljeadlhg like a “cancerous^ 
grcHvth, is not bmited to the 
stagnated economy. A few 
days ago, Joseph Morris, 
president of the Canadian 
Labor Congress, warned that 
runaway inflation would 
smash our entire system just 
as surely as a violent revolu- 
Hf.iihTt. The growing labor unrest 
directly attributable to the 
impact of inflation, signals a 
major social urtieaval in the 
making. So does the in.sanity 
of destruction of food by 


farmers at a time wHien mil¬ 
lions of people are 
starvation. 

This sort of thing, which 
calls for cosmic punishment, 
simply cannot go on without 
playing havoc with the system 
that allows it to happen. 

When Trudeau seduced the 
electorate by the false re-as¬ 
surances it wanted to hear, a 
glimmer of hope remained 
that provincial governments 
would put pressure on Ottawa 
to launch a quiet but resolute 
attack on the domestic roots 
of Inflation. No such pressure 
came. Instead of demanding 
national leadership and co-or¬ 
dination of an offensive on in¬ 
flation, provincial politicians 
fell in step with the gutless 
opportunists of the ruling fed¬ 
eral party. 

It is not true that the Tru- 
deaucrats* recipe for tackling 
inflation with increased pro¬ 
duction and restraint in gov¬ 
ernment spending is produc¬ 
ing satisfactory results. Nor is 
it true that short of stealing 


B.C. in international trade

The recent action of the government of 
British Columbia in banning from its liquor 
stores South African wines, Ls a gross viola¬ 
tion of provincial constitutional authority. 

While the Canadian constitution is mad¬ 
deningly ambiguous on the question of feder¬ 
al versus provincial jurisdiction over matters 
of trade and commerce, it is clearly the in¬ 
tention of anyone establishing a federal state 
that the nationarstate he respfjnsible for in¬ 
ternational trade. 

Ry .acting as it has, British Columbia is 
saying that the third mast populous province 
in the <'ountry is to be denied a given product 
as a (onsequence of a provincial policy. This 
is restraint of trade in the most vivid sense. 
There are no questions of health or safety in¬ 
volved. It is a purely political gesture. 

The government of British Columbia 
professes to dislike the policies of the repub- 
lir.of South Africa. There is nothing wrong 
with thjft. A lot of Canadians dislike those 
policies. . Rut .surely .the decision as to 
whether to exercise punitive gconorrug ‘s, 9 .nc- ^ 
fIb&K miisl ‘rdaf m one or lioth of two places ‘ 


only. The first is with the federal government 
which must, in the name of sanity, possess 
the final word on Canada’s international 
trading arrangements. So far, the Canadian 
government has declined to use economic 
sanctions as a principal weapon of its diplo¬ 
macy, on the very rea.sonable grounds that 
this country lives by trade and thus renders 
its'elf vulnei^ffele to retaliatory mea.sures. 

The second decision rests with the individ¬ 
ual consumer. If the people of British Colum¬ 
bia wish to punish South Africa for its 
apartheid policies, they are free to do so bjj^ 
abstaining from the purchase of South Afri¬ 
can wine. If they have chosen not to do so in 
numbers that offend the political sensitivities 
of the Barrett government that is just plain 
tough luck. 

The constitutionality of the British Colum¬ 
bia decision should be tested at the earliest 
possible opportunity. Provincial liquor boards 
have historically walked a narrow 'line be¬ 
tween constitutionality and restraint of trade, 
particularly in the area of restricting the 
Bow laf trade 4fx>m province to ijrovin*^. The 
B.C. tfStion surHy goes too far.

the Tory program of price-in- 
come controls, which wouldn’t 
look good and could be den¬ 
ounced as violation of the will 
of the majority of the elector¬ 
ate. there is nothing the feder¬ 
al government can do. 

Attempts to moderate infla¬ 
tion by increasing the supply 
of goods and services make 
sense when cost-price pres¬ 
sures stem primarily from 
scarcity both. With few, if 
any exceptions, there is no 
short-fall of goods and ser¬ 
vices in our market. The trou¬ 
ble, as the glut of unsaleable' 
lumber and the destruction of 
cattle indicate, is not inade- 
fpiate supply but a cost-^rice 
structure divorced from mar¬ 
ket conditions. In these cir¬ 
cumstances, increased supply 
of goods and services, if it 
were attainable amid 
mushrooming strikes for in¬ 
flation-escalating wage 
ooosts, would complicate 
rather than ease our prob¬ 
lems. 

Restraint in government 
spending would, of course, be 
helpful, but with the federal 
government actually raising 
its already enormous waste of 
taxpayers’ money another J2 
i)illion this year, the pledge to 
et:onomize is pious hypocrisy, 
insides, the Trudeaucrats’ 
basic and best vote-luring 
promise cushioning the im¬ 
pact of inflation for any pres¬ 
sure group with enough mus¬ 
cle. contradicts and overrides 
any austerity intentions. 

As for the argument that 
1'rudeau cannot be expected 
to steal .Stanfield's program, 
that’s no more than another 
excuse , for doing nothing, 
leaving aside the fact that he 
didn’t hesitate to steal from 
his opponents whatever came 
Jn handy after the 1972 elec¬ 
tion, there are ways and 
means (such as confiscatory 
taxation of unjustifiable wage 
and profit increases) which 
could stop the ruinous cost- 
price chase.

and when he came to, he said, 
“My God, mother. I’m cold!’’ 
They lit a derv fire under 
him, but he died just the 
same. 

If you’re wondering where 
all this leads to, it leads no¬ 
where. It’s like a tear shed by 
a twice-wed widow who weeps 
for someone she jilted long 
ago. 

It’s an echo. It’s a paper 


poppy dropped on a gia\e by 
a child who was! robbed of the 
chance to know the man be¬ 
low. 

They know them well in 
Euro[)e, though. Sometimes 
the crosses appear to march 
up the hills and into infinity. 
Sometimes they do not occupy 
enough ground for a company 
bivouac or a mortar crow. 

Wherever the cemeteries 
are and whatever their size, 
there is the same sense of 
something impending in the 
atmosphere. The silence is so 
profound that even the wind 
seems to intrude. 

The living rarely linger 
long. They read a row or two 
of cros.ses, marvel at how 
young the men were when 
they fell, and leave.

Why not reserve banks of lumber? 


If we have land banks, 
money banks, fo(xi banks and 
pretty soon show banks, why 
not lumber banks? 

That, in substance, was a 
question posed in the House of 
Q)mmons by the erudite Bob 
Kaplan, MP for Toronto-York 
Centre. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he asked, 
“in view of the current 
def)ression in lumber prices, 
will the minister give consid- 
eratiqp to setting up lumber 
hanks along the lines of land 
banks to’ provide a flow of 
low-cost lumber for housing in 
the future and at the same 
time to provide relief and em- 
|)loymenl in the depressed re¬ 
gions of the country?” 


Hon. Barney Danson, the af¬ 
fable new minister of state for 
urban affairs, replied “Mr. 
Speaker, it is a very imagina¬ 
tive suggestion which I should 
like to take under consider¬ 
ation. Obviously, it poses 
some knotty problems which 
w'e will have to work out.” 
The minister’s rather low pun

Th0 biggest show in town 
rolled (through its first week 
on schedule and on cue. 

Well, maybe not quite on 
schedule. 

There is little doubt that 
Premier BaiTett and the NDP 
would like the fall session of 
the Legislature wrapped up at 
least a couple of days before 
Nov. 15 when the premier is 
due to leave for China. 

And there is little doubt that 
the official Social Credit op- 
|K)sition would like to embar¬ 
rass the premier by pushing 
the session beyond that date. 

The Sooreds won’t prevent 
Barrett from leaving on 
schedule, unless they can 
come up with a major scandal 
on the eve of his departure, 
but they would rejoice, I’m 
sure, and have a few field 
days with the fact that the 
premier had chosen to^put a 
junket before the people’s 
business. 

Not a very inspiring politi¬ 
cal ploy I’ll admit, but one 
that appears to be in the mak¬ 
ing. 

If Social Credit goes that 
route, and I think that’s the 
way they are heading, it 
leaves the NDP holding one 
ace. 

On the evening of Nov. 28 
and throughout Nov. 29 and 
30, Social Credit will be hold¬ 
ing its annual convention at 
the plush Hyatt Regency Hotel 
in Vancouver. If the session 
goes beyond the 15th, it seems 
fairly logical to me that the 
government will have good 
cause to stretch it out to at 
least month-end and thus 
leave the 11 Socreds in the 
house the choice of attending 
Opposition business or attend¬ 
ing the convention. 

It’s true that Premier '6ar- 
rett has always said he would 
never knowingly slate gov¬ 
ernment business to interfere 
with the political activities of 
other parties. And I suppose 
the Opposition would try to 
make much of the fact that he 
had broken that promise if 
the session rolls over their 
convention deadline. 

It’s an arguntent the pre¬ 
mier could answer with his 
schoolboy grin and the quiet 
comment that he didn’t delay 
the session. Social Credit did. 

The Socreds, far better orr 
ganized this time around, al¬ 
ready have a game plan in 
case the session stretches as 
far as their convention. They 
will leave one member in the 
Legislature while the other 10 
head over the ix)nd for two 
days of back-slapping, 
morale-boosting chatter. 

And if you think it’s all a 
little childish, you’re right. 
It’s one-upmanship politics at 
its lowest level. But it’s a 
game they all play. 

After one week in the Big 
House a few impressions 
emerge. 

The Opposition is applying 



itself to its task a little more 
efficiently than it did in the 
spring with Soefed leader VVil- 
Jiam Bennett on his feet 
more, needling more and 
showing signs of having done 
his home work. He’s not a 
power in the legislative 
chamber yet, but he has im¬ 
proved. 

His main weakness, and it 
shows all too often, is his in¬ 
ability to ride the one-line 
shafts hurled across the floor 
any time he stands up to 
speak. The old pros brush 
such shafts to one side, and 
continue with their questions 
or statements without flinch¬ 
ing. 

Young Williams tends to gel 
a little flustered and tries to 
counter on-target barbs with 
his own. He’s not good at it 
and his .attempts leave him 
stumbling'' to collect his 
thoughts and get back on 
track. And anyone who has 


been around the political 
scene for any length of tipie 
knows that's fatal. 

Bennett still has to learn 
that it really is a jungle out 
there and wounded animals 
invite the coup de grace. And 
NDP members, whether* in 
government or opposition, 
have aJways been experts at 
administering it. 

The other impression is that 
Barrett, al^ough backed by 
an unshakeable majority, still 
doesn’t have control of the 
house. It isn’t easy to put 
yyur finger on .just where be 
lacks the control. Indeed, for 
all I know, maybe it’s just the 
way he wants it. 

But the impression remains 
that this government in all its 
parts just rolls along without 
a plan or a floor general in 
the house. 

Nine or so years ago, when 
1 sat in the press gallery dur¬ 
ing some of the W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett years, there wa.s nt) doubt 
who held the reins of govern¬ 
ment and there was no doubt 
who the floor general was. 

Premier Bennett was the 
driver, Robert Bonner, then 
attorney - general, was tlie 
floor general. And I’ve never 
seen a better one, here, in the 
Alberta Legislature which I 
covered for a while, or in Sas¬ 
katchewan where I was an oc¬ 
casional visitor. 

No, I’m not advocating a re¬ 
turn to the olds days; just 
wishing out loud that the NDP 
had someone of his calibre to 
guide the MLAs through what 
ha\e become meandering 
days of repetitious nonsense. 

With a floor general like 
Bonner, the present session 
would end promptly when the 
government wanted it to end. 
And with noliody seriously 
complaining they had been 
hard done by.

In 1858, Ah Son bounht 
alxiut 25 acres of land near 
Esquamalt for SUOU. He was 
the first Chinese landowner in 
the province. 

Szeto York-ching was tlie 
first of a new wave of Chinese 
immigrants to ,enter Canada 
under an agreement reached 
last October between Prime 
Minister Trudeau and Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai. She 
married a fiance she had 
never met, her widowed 
brother-in-law.

lision of this sublime certainly 
with the reluctantly-ack¬ 
nowledged technological and 
comhiercial superiority of the 
barbarous West. 

In 1858, three to fo«jr thou¬ 
sand Chinese miners were at¬ 
tracted to British Columbia 
by the gold rush. 

To many of the white 
settlers, they were wage-cut¬ 
ting, disease-bearing hea¬ 
thens. 

By 1871. when B’.C. entered 
Confederation, Chinese and 
Indians together outnumbered 
whites four to one. 

Chinese were allowed entry 
because they were needed. 
Labor was desperately scarce 
and they worked better for 
lower wages at heavy jobs 
ihan whites. 


In 1880, when consU'uction 
of die B.C. section of the Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Railway was 
about to begin, ' an Anti- 
Chinese Association demand¬ 
ed a ban on emfjloyment of 
Orientals. 

Prime Mnister Sir John A. 
Macdonald crisply delivered 
an ultimatum: “It is simply a 
matter of alternatives. Either 
you must have this labor or 
you can’t have the railway.” 

In 1882, about 6,000 laborers 
were imported from Kwan- 
tung, China’s southernmost 
province. They were paid SI 
a day while whites received 
$1..50 to $1.75. But the going 
rate in Kwantung then was 
seven cents a day. 

Feeling aginst the Orientals 
climaxed in 1907 when 15,000

In 1923 Parliament passed 
the Chinese Immigration Act 
which prohibited entry of all 
persons of Chinese ethnic ori¬ 
gin e.xcept merchants.

The immigration regula¬ 
tions were changed in the late 


manitarian grounds, usually 
for family members. 

The rules led to a lai*ge and 
lucrative system of illegal im¬ 
migration from Hong Kong.

VANCOUVER (CIM The 
disastrous slump in luinl)rr 
exports and jirices that has 
closed down mills and ended 
15,(KX) jobs will not end yel, an 
industry siaikesman told the 
dealers who sell lumber in 
British Columbia. 

F. H. Moonen, CV»uncil of 
Forest Industries vice- 
president, told a Building Sup¬ 
ply Dealers Association of 
B.C. conference that some o|)- 
timists look for a turnaround 
next summer and others ex¬ 
pect it in the third quarter of 
1975. 

He said sliipineivts of 
lumber, plywotxl and shingles ' 
continue to decline as. for the I 
first time since the 1930s, the 
economies of all the customer 
countries ai’e sick at the same 
time. 

Ma.jor factors are a .K) per 
«-ent decline in United States 
housing starts, a 25 per cent 
decline in Canadian starts, 
and curtailed shipments to 


.lapan, Kunqie and the United 
Kingdom. 

“The only gofid news,” 
M<K)nen said, is that demand 
ior pulp and newsprint re¬ 
mains “reasonably strong.” 

Moonen said the industry 
wants action by both provin¬ 
cial and federal governments 
to ease the burden of losses 
and stimulate domestic con¬ 
sumption. 

He said the provincial gov¬ 
ernment should take further 
steps to bring its stumpage 
charges down. This has been 
done foi the Interior forest in¬ 
dustry but not for the coast.

Best drinker of oil spills 


IXJNDON (Reuter) A 
British oil firm has come up 
n ilh what it claims is the besi 
answer yet to the increasing 
menace of oil spills from 
(ankers and offshore wells. 

It consists of a snake-like, 
inflatable boom to corral the 
floating oil, and a machine 
shaped like an inverted bell 
which orinks it up at a rate 
approaching 100 tons an hour. 

Even in six-foot waves, tl?e 
'Spilled oil can be removed at 
.13 tons aiv hour. 


“We think we have the only 
\iable system for open-sea 
work," says Raymond Beyn- 
on, w'ho manages the project 
for British Petroleum Co. 

BP. designed a boom com¬ 
prising three joined tubes 
water in the bottom one and 
air in the top two - which, 
loosely anchored by drogues, 
drifts at a slower speed than 
oil on die water. Each 
1,600-foot boom collects about 
l.OOO tons of floating oil. 
Then the one-ton disposal ma¬ 


chine with its 8(1 revolving 
disks gathers up the oil. 

The all-weather system is 
quick to deploy and retjuires 
minimum-menpowei’r-itt^ de¬ 
signers say. 

So far. 47 customers for the 
lioom have been found as far 
afield as Australia. Canada, 
tlie United States, the Middle 
East, the Far East, Sweden, 
France and East Africa. 

The skimmer, introduced 
later, has yielded 16 firm 
orders to dale, mostly fi'om 


government autlKirities and j 
agencies, nil companies and I 
oil cMimpany co-operatives. 

A smaller skimmer, devel¬ 
oped for use against spills in ! 
harbors and inland water¬ 
ways, proved effective during 
a recent spillage in Bantry 
Ray, Ireland, when a proto¬ 
type was loaned to (lulf Oil. 

Development of the system 
has cost BP aixiund 5920,000 
hut gross sales so far are a|>- 
proHching $3.4.^millinn.

It is profoufidly discourag¬ 
ing to witness tha^ndlgnation 
now shown by man^'-people at 
the very mention of the word 
"profits”. This reaction in¬ 
dicates how little under¬ 
standing there is of the vital 
function that profits play in 
our economy. 

Profits actually do not bulk 
large in our total economy. 
The net receipts of incorpo¬ 
rated business over a long 
period of time averaged 
slightly more than 6 per cent 
of our total gross national 
product. Yet profits are the 
form of income towards which 
there is the most hostility. 

It is significant while there 
is a word “profiteer” there *is 
no such word as "loseer”. Yet 
the profits of the owners of 
many small enterprises may 
average much less than the 
salary of a hockey player or 
the head of a major corpora¬ 
tion and even less than the 
average wage for skilled 
labor. 

The subject is clouded by 
all sorts of factual misconcep¬ 
tions. The total profits of the 
major industrial corporations 
or the major mining corpora¬ 
tions in Canada are taken, 
particularly in boom years, as 
if they were typic^ rather 
than exceptional. 

Few people are acquainted 
with the mortality nates for 
business concerns: less than 
half of new enterprises start¬ 
ed in Canada may expect to 
survive their fourth birthday. 
During periods of major 
recession more than hedf the 
numbers of corporations in 
North America showed a loes. 

How high are profits, on the 
average? No trustworthy es¬ 
timate has been made that 
takes into account all kinds of 
activity, unincorporated as 


well an incorporated business 
(including farming) over 
siifPicient number of good and 
bad years. 

However, some eminent 
economists l;^lieve that over a 
long period of years, after al¬ 
lowance is made for all loses, 
for intferest, and for wages of 
people who run their own 
business, no net profit at all 
may be left over, and that 
there may even be a net loss. 

This is not at all because 
people who go into business 
for themselves are inten¬ 
tionally unselfish but rather, 
their optimism and self-con¬ 
fidence too oft^n lured them 
into ventures that do not and 
cannot succeed. 

It is clear, in any case, that 
an individual placing venture 
capital runs a risk not only of 
earning no return but of los¬ 
ing his whole principal, the 
past it has bwn the lure of 
proHts fn special firms or in¬ 
dustries or the hope of the 
"big win” in mining and ex¬ 
ploration work that has led to 
the taking of current risks. If 
profits are limited to a max¬ 
imum of say, 10 per cent, or 
some similar figure, while the 
risk of losing one’s entire cap¬ 
ital still exists, what is likely 
to be the effect on the profit 
incentive or exploration work 


and hence on employment and 
production? An “excess 
profits tax has repeatedly 
shown -what such a limit can 
do, even for a short period, in 
undermining efficiency. 

Unfortunately, govern¬ 
mental policies almost every¬ 
where today tend to assume 
that producticx) will go on au¬ 
tomatically, no matter what is 
done to discourage it.' Not 
only do these policies put one 
item after another out of pro¬ 
duction by leaving no incen¬ 
tive to make it. but their long 
run effect is to prevent a bal¬ 
ance producuon in accor¬ 
dance with the actual de¬ 
mands of consumers. 

If the economy were free, 
demand would so act that 
some concerns would make 
' what government officials 
would undoubtedly regard as 
“excessive” or unreasonable 
profits. However, this very 
fact would not only cause ac¬ 
tivity in that line to expand to 
the utmost when these profits 
were reinvested in more ma¬ 
chinery and more employ¬ 
ment; it would also attract 
new investors and producers 
from everywhere untl^ pro¬ 
duction in that line was^reat 
enough to meet demand, and 
profits again fell. 

In a free economy in which 


wages, costs, and prices are 
left to the judgment of the 
competitive market, the pros¬ 
pect of profits decides what 
articles will be made and in 


profits further, ih normal 
times to keep ahead of com¬ 
petition, and in bad times to 
survive.

The UC, a six-member Can- 
adian-American body ad¬ 
ministering the Great Lakes 
watershed, is considering a 
plan to maintain a minimum 
outflow from Lake Superior to 
keep levels in Lake Michigan, 
Huron and Erie lower. 

Opposition to the . plan, 
known as SO-901, was strong 
but not united, and much of 
the testimony was repetition. 
Many said they would con¬ 
tinue to oppose the plan even 
if adequate compensation is 
provided to cover losses in¬ 
curred. 

James Oberstar, a newly- 
elected Minnesota represent¬ 
ative. said the commission 
should not consider using 
Lake Superior as a reservoir 
simply because there are 
fewer people in the area. 

The UC commissioners 
pointed out the plan is only 
one of several under consider¬ 
ation. 

There were objectiorfs from 
officials at the state level as 
weU. 

Minnesota Governor Wendell 
Anderson. Attorney-General 
Warren Spannaus, and other 
state officials issued a joint 
statement saying approval of 
the plan must be conditional 
on creation of a compensation 
system before the plan is im¬ 
plemented. 

“We cannot and will not 
support a regulatory plan 
AA^hich, on the basis of inade¬ 
quate data and without pro¬ 
viding adequate compensa¬ 
tion and mitigation, would 
inflict severe damages along 
Lake Superior,” the state¬ 
ment said. 

Grant Merritt, executive 
director of the Minnesota pol¬ 
lution control agency said the 
plan is undermining “signifi¬ 
cant legal and engineering ef¬ 
forts” to improve the quality 
of Lake Superior water. 

“The state of Minnesota 
takes pride in these efforts 
and hopes that the Interna¬ 
tional Joint Commission will 
adequately and properly 
quantify the man-made ad¬ 
verse effects of SO-901 on 
water quality in Lake Superi¬ 
or” he said.

Motor defies gravity 


IjONDON (AP) - a Bntish 
scientist said Saturday he is 
on the threshold of inventing 
an anti-gravity motor that 
would fly a manned spaceship 
to the stars using nuclear fuel 
the size of a pea. 

Eric Laithwaite, pitofessor 
of heavy electrical engineer¬ 
ing at London’s Imperial Col-' 
lege of Science and Techno¬ 
logy, said the motor is based 
rn the gyroscope, a rapidiy-. 
spinning top tiiat defies gravi- 
*ty. Gyroscopes already are 
used to guide spaceships. 

“The motor is not easy to 
axplain. If -it wasr others 
would have tried to produce 
one by now.” said Laithwaite, 
who describes himself an 
astro-engineer. 

Laithwaite began working 
on the motor six months ago 
after Edwin Rickman, who 
works with an electrical engi¬ 
neering firm, came to him 
with the idea. Rickman had 
patented it aftei’ he said it 
came to him in recurring 
dreams. Laitliwaite incoipor- 
ated in the device the ideas of 
another amateur inventor, 
Alex Jones. 

Although Laithwaite is far 
from the production stage 
with his motor to defy gravi¬ 
ty, the 53-year-old professor 
demonstrated its principle at 
the Ruyal Institution in Lon¬ 
don. 

Inside a box he brought be¬ 
fore his distinguished audi- 
.ence were two clectrically- 
driven gyroscopes, each 
placed on a hinged metal arm 
fixed to a central pivot. Laith- 
waifce made tire gyroscopes 
rotate at high speed, and they 
rose into the air on the arms 
until they reached a curved 
i-ail that pushed it down 
again. The process then re¬ 
peated itself. 

With the two gyioscopes 
motionless, the box weighed 
20 pounds on an ordinary 
kitchen scale. With the gyro¬ 
scopes spinning, the contrap¬ 
tion weighed 15 pounds. 

Laithwaite said the loss of 
weight coiTCspondcd to the 
gravity loss produced by the 
spinning gyroscopes. Theoreti¬ 
cally, the machine can pro¬ 
duce weightlessne.ss. Laith¬ 
waite said.'

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Spawning drive 
magnificent, 
and saddening 


. We stood nn the bridge o\er 
title Sarita River on Sunday 
^aat and watched a record. 
number of 30 to 50-pound Chin¬ 
ooks preparing their spawning 
redds. 

We have watched spawning | 
runs in many rivers, but nev¬ 
er before have we seen so , 
many huge salmon in one 
place. It was a magnificent, 
but also saddening sight be¬ 
cause some of the chinooks 
had finished spawning and 
were deadwiiite hulks laying 
on the bottom of tlie almost 
still pool. The dead ones, 
drifting on their backs, look¬ 
ed like big sUrgeon. 

That Sarita River was liter¬ 
ally fuU of fish struggling in 
the unusually low water con¬ 
ditions—chinooks in their fin^ 
stages, chums starting to fill 
the spawning beds, and coho 
,iust starting to enter the 
• river. * 

We followed the river for 
three and a half miles to Sari¬ 
ta Bay . . and we found the 
bay boiling with salmon, 
mostly chums with a few coho 
among them. 

□ 

Lining tlie i*ocks on shore 
were several anglei’s spinning 
with T-Spoons and Buz/ 
Bombs . . fish jumping all 
around where their lures land¬ 
ed. but we didn’t see anyone 
hook a fish. 

It was tempting. We had 
spinning rods in the motor 
home rigged with Thompson 
wobblers, all ready to go. 

But, after watching those 
salmon struggling up the 
river we just couldn’t bring 
oui-sclves to fish for them as 
they were about to enter the 
river. 

Not this year of low water 
anyway. 

Maybe, we aro getting too 
soft. It wouldn’t be any dif¬ 
ferent than fishing Cowichan 
Bay salmon at this time of 
year, or fishing off the shore 
at Black Creek. Oyster River 
and the Big Qualicum. 

There is a small Buzz 
Bomb-Deadly Dick-T-Spoon 
fishery developing at the 
mouth of the Sarita at this 
tipfie of year for chums and 
coho, both from shore and 
boat. If we had realized how 
sti*ong the runs have been to 
the Sarita this year we might 
have joined the anglers. It 
looked like, great sport.

When we visited the Poett 
Nook area in late August the 
bridges were being repaired 
along the Sarita River part of 
the road >and we were unable 
to get exact mileages to com¬ 
plete the Nitinat-Bam field- 
port Alberni trip mileages.

have made the Scottish isles 
so engrossing in scores of 
novels and films. 

The islands from the 
Orkneys and Shetlands in the 
far north and Lewis, Barra 
and Mull in the west to Arran 
ir the southwest — offer holi¬ 
days for many tastes. 

Geologists and botanists 
mingle with painters and bird- 
watchers ; sea anglers, 
walkers and climbers find 
plenty to occupy them and 
many islands have miles of 
sandy beaches. Little craft 
shops offer tweeds and 
sweaters, tartans and jewel¬ 
ry. Accommodation ranges 
fpbm small hotels to 'bed-and- 
breakfast cottages. 

Most ^southerly of the is¬ 
lands in Arran, 12 miles off 
the Ayrshire coast and easily 
reached by ferry from several 
P^rth of Qyde towns. A 
55-mile road runs right 
around the island and inland 
are impressive forests and 
mountains. Arran has three 
18-hole golf courses. 

Northwest of Arran, on the 
far side of the peninsula of 
Kintyre, is Islay, most south¬ 
erly of the Hebrides. Like sev¬ 


eral of the islands, it produces 
e-xcellent malt whisky. There 
are a number of small, neat 
18th-century villages, a maj¬ 
estic coastline and plenty of 
reminders of ancient history 
such as the superb eighth-cen¬ 
tury Celtic cross at Kidalton. 

The popular mainland re¬ 
sort of Oban, overlooking a 
landlocked bay on the Ar¬ 
gyllshire coast, is the starting 
point .for boat excursions to 
the Western Isles, among 
them the large holiday island 
of Mull which was featured in 
R. L. Stevenson’s Kidnapped. 

A trio to Iona, off Mull’s 
southwest coast, usually in¬ 
cludes a visit by boat to Staf¬ 
fs, a tiny uninhabited volcanic 
island with amazing basalt 
formations, including FingaTs 
Cave which inspired the over¬ 
ture by Mendelssohn. 

North of Mull is Scotland’s 
most popular island, romantic 
Skye, much publicized and ex¬ 
tremely busy at the peak of 
summer. Visitors sail from 
Mallaig, Kyle of Lochalsh or 
Kylerhea, a pretty steamer 
journey to the main town of 
Portree. - ~ 

Fishermen and painters, 


photographers and romantics, 
all like Skye. Dunvegan Cas¬ 
tle, open to the public in sum¬ 
mer, is the ancient clan home 
of the Macleods, guarded by 
its enchanted “fairy flag,’’ 
still on show. Amid Skye's 
striking scenery, you will 
hear tales of fairy bridges 
and witches. 

Further northwest are the 
Outer Hebrides, Lewis, 
Harris, Benbecula, North and 
South Uist, stretching up 
beyond tiny Barra, setting for 
the Compton Mackenzie 
novel. Whiskey Galore. 
Harris, dominated by the Cli- 
sham, highest mountain in the 
Western Islea, keeps the sub¬ 
tle secrets of Harris tweed, 
main export of the Hebrides. 

Many of Scotland's islands 
contain relics of their occupa- 
. tion by the Vikings and Nor¬ 
semen, and nowhere is this 
more evident than in the most 
northerly groups, the treeless 
Orkneys and Shetlands. 

The Orkneys have pictur¬ 
esque, sheer cliffs and en¬ 
chanting names — Eday, 
Papa Westray, Hoy, Stronsay. 
There is a major settlement 
at Skara Brae, a township oc¬ 
cupied around 1800 BC. 


Shetland covers a group of 
isles with picturesque names 
like Yell, Whalsay, Papa 
Stour and Unst. These 100 is¬ 
lands (only nine are inhabit¬ 
ed) are in the land of the 
"simmer din’’—the twilight of 
the midnight sun. 

Lerwick, capital of Shetland 
and most northerly town in 
Britain, has an intriguing mu¬ 
seum showing the history of 
Shetland from prehistoric 
times. Visitors also head for 
Jarlshof, one of the most in¬ 
teresting ancient sites in Bri¬ 
tain stretching back to 
around 7000 BC.

Stanley Gibbons will be 
holding an auction in London 
Dec. 5 of “die” proofs of the 
notorious stamp forger Jean 
de Sperati, and among them 
will be five forgeries of the 
1865 British (3olumbia-Van- 
couver Island issue. 

In the sale catalogue, L. N. 
and M. Williams, in their 
foreword, pxjint out that 
Sperati (1884-19571 considered 
himself a master artist and 
did not regard his productions 
as forgeries but rather as 
works of art. He fabricated 
them with extreme care, and 
spared no effort to Improve 
them as he found necessary. 
He produced not only forged 
stamps but also forged can¬ 
cellations, overprints, proofs 
and even covers bearing his 
products. They were specially 
dangerous from a philatelist’s 
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point of view because in many 
printed forged 
impressions on genuine water¬ 
marked paper, by fading out 
the original design and leav¬ 
ing not only the watermark 
but also the genuine cancella¬ 
tion intact. 

Sperati’s name first ar>- 
pcared in ^le philatelic press 
in 1909, when he and his 
brother Mariano figured in a 
report in Philipp Kosack’s 
house journal, Berliner Brlef- 
marken Zeitung. The report, 
q'joted in The Work of Jean 
de Sperati, published by the 
British Philatelic Assocation 
in 1955, drew attention to an 
approval selection disti’ibuted 
by the brothers, and pointed 
out that many stamps in it 
were dangerous forgeries. 
That was only tlie first of 
many other complaints about 
the Speratis’ activities, and 
between the 192()s and 1940s 
Jean perfected his “art” to 
such a degree that deception 
of “e.xperts” became the rule 
rather than the exception. 

He did not make “die” 
proofs of all his productions, 
but those he did print are of 
considerable rarity. Among 
items in the collection to be 
auctioned are the Australian 
1913 2-pound, the Cape of 
Good Hope 5-shillings of 1883, 
the “Classic” Spanish 1851 
2-real “en*or of color”, and 
the 1865 British Columbia- 
Vancouver Island 5-cent in 
blacky signed: 5-cent in color 
(rose) unsigned (plate 1); 
10-cent in black, signed, and 
10-cent in color (blue) signed. 
Throughout, Gibbons has set 
an estimated value of 30 
pounds for the proofs in black 
and 40 pounds for those in 
color, but many of these could 


obviously fetch a good deal 
more.

On world maps the Falk¬ 
land Islands are a pair of iso¬ 
lated, midget footprints tread¬ 
ing the south Atlantic ocean 
off the southernmost tip of 
South America. 

Since 1883, they have been 
occupied as a British crown 
colony, but Argentina disputes 
England’s claim to the land, 
while citizens proclaim their 
sentiments on bumper 
stickers saying, "Let’s keep 
the FalkUmd Islands British.’’ 

Tales of the area as a 
bleak, rainy, windswept, 
never-never land undoubtedly 
came out of the mouths of 
whaler-sailors. But even the 
natives make sport of exag¬ 
gerating the weather here. 

Nevertheless, these islands 
(East and West Falkland, 
plus several smaller ones) are 
home to 2,0(X) Falklanders, 
650,(XX) sheep, and more pen¬ 
guins. sea birds and seals 
than any other island outside 
Antarctica. 

Because of their remo¬ 
teness, the Falklands (slightly 
larger than Jamaica; slightly 
smaller than Connecticut) 
have been a repair and ropro- 
vision haven for ships which 
-have Hmped into its protected 
harbors after sailing round- 
the-Hom and across the tem- 
fiestuous Drake Passage. 

As a matter of fact, sheep 
loft by whalers, to be re¬ 
trieved on a following trip, 
became the islands’ main in¬ 
dustry. Today, the w-ool crop

annually. 

Reversal of the seasons 
brings 'a smattering of adven¬ 
turesome tourists and a bit of 
income to the Falklands 
(lying between St degrees and 
52 degreee-SO minutes S. lati¬ 
tude — roughly equivalent in 
the northern hemisphere to 
the Aleutian Islands or south¬ 
ern Canada) in the December- 
February summer. 

A giant step, tourism-wise, 
w as taken with ^e 1972 com¬ 
pletion of the Vort Stanley 
airstrip — constructed largely 
through Argentine efforts. 
This has enabled tourists to 
fly from Buenos Aii*es to Co- 
modoro Rivadavia, Argentina, 
and from there to the Falk¬ 
lands, 6(K) miles away. Before 
that, the chitff means of 
reaching these islands was 
the monthly supply ship from 
Montevideo, Uruguay. 

Most visitors, being natural¬ 
ists or nature lovers, spend 
little time in Port Stanley (the 
capital and major town); they 
quickly seek the smaller outer 


islands such as West Point; 
owned by Rod Napier, a con¬ 
servationist who has protect¬ 
ed the penguins breeding in 
the Falklands. 

It takes a tiptoe through the 
tussock (bunches of tall grass 
which many birds prefer for 
nesting) to reach an enor¬ 
mous Rockhopper penguin 
rookery (population is possi¬ 
bly 250,0(X) birds). Strangely, 
these gentlemen-in-dinner- 
jackets like to share their 
home with the black-browed 
albatross. 'They get along pea¬ 
cefully enough and share a 
common enemy, the egg- 
stealing Falklands skua, a 
bird which will attack a man 
if he gets too close to its nest. 

Not far distant, Magellanic 
penguins, quite distinctive 
with stri|>es across their faces 
and bibs, burrow in the 
gi'ound to nest. Locally, they 
have earned the name 
"jackass penguin" because of 
their loud ‘ibray,’’ and for the 
ludicrous twisting of their 
heads when their curiousity is 
aroused. 


Zjxliaks 1 rubber-pontooned 
boats powered by outboafd 
motora which frequently get 
tangled in the kelp) zip pas¬ 
sengers across to outlying 
rock islands enabling them to 
watch water ballets by South¬ 
ern Sea Lions (about 50 in the 
chorus line) and by* Peale’s 
Dolphins (smaller chorus of 
5), while Dominican and, Dol¬ 
phin Gulls wheel overhead. 

In the past, life on the Falk¬ 
lands has not been a bed of 
roses for bird or beast. Boun¬ 
ties were paid for the beaks of 
birds that ate too much of the 
sheep’s -grass. Whales, seals, 
and penguins were once 
slaughtered ruthlessly. 

Today, a chief attraction of 
New Island is the remains of 
the Falkland’s only whaling 
station, which flourished from 
1913 to 1916. All that’s left of 
this ecology-sabotaging in¬ 
dustry are rusting boilers and 
tanks, dilapidated lathes, the 
slip where boats and whales 
were winched ashore, piles of 
coal, bleached whale bones, 
and a dull harpoon head. 

Literature dealing with 
these off-the-beaten-track 
south Atlantic islands is 
scarce. Tourists can probably 
get the most comprehensive 
data . from Lindblad Travel, 
133 East 55th Street, New 
York, N.Y. 10022.

The Star Ferry between 
Hong Kong and Kowloon is 
the best known. 'The 10-minute 
ride across the harbor costs 
only a nickel, probably one of 
the greatest bargains still 
around. That’s first class, sec¬ 
ond class costs only two pen¬ 
nies. * 

The Star Ferry, which has a 
fleet of double-decked boats 
named Morning Star, North 
etc .j runs every few 
minutes during rush hour but 
shuts at 2 a.m. getting back to 
Hong Kong from Kowloon, or 
vice versa, between 2 a.m. 
and 6 a.m. means a taxi ride 
through the tunnel and costs 
about S5 - 100 times more 
than the ferry. 

Other ferries offer a pleas¬ 
ant way to spend a afternoon, 
a chance to breathe fresh sea 
air and do some sightseeing 
en route to nearby islands — 
called outlying districts - or 
I the Portuguese colony of 
i Macao, also accessible by hy- 
I dnjfoil. 

Take, for e.xample. the trip 
j to Peng Chau, a small island 
I fishing village southwest of 
I Hong Kong w:th a lot of nar¬ 


row twisting alleys along the 
rocky coast. Don’t be afraid 
of getting run over tliere are 
no cars on Peng <3iau. 

The trip, on the typical dou- 
ble-deckei ship, takes a little 
less than an hour one w ay and 
first class fare is 20 cents for 
a round ti'ip ticket. 

On the way out, you’ll get 
an e.xcellent view of the busy 
Hong Kong harbor and the 
Hong Kong skyline. 

Most of the passengers are 
Chinese who make the trip 
regularly and spend the tifne 
reading, sleeping or talking to 
other passengers.

There doesn’t aiH>ear to be 
any hope now for a new ten¬ 
pin facility in the Greater 
Victoria area. 

“1 think it’s a dead issue.” 
said one of the organizers be¬ 
hind the effort who asked not 
to be identified. 

The effort started three to 
four years ago and, at that 
time, an initial investment of 
5200,000 was needed to get a 
24-lane operation going. Only 
580,000 of that could be raised 
through commitments by 
local invetors and from there, 
the idea went downhill. 

“The equipment alone was 
560,000 to lease. Now it’s prob¬ 
ably up to 5100,000,” the 
source said. 

Presently, Mayfair Lanes, 
witii 28 lanes, is the only ten¬ 
pin centre available in the 
Victoria area and it is virtu¬ 
ally booked solid for evening 
league play. 

Since the effort has started, 
the. p r i c e- of property has 
shot up astronomically and 
the total cost now, the source 
estimated, would be in the 
neighborhixxi of 5750,000. 

Added to that, the source 
said, it is a known fact that 


the return from operating a 
bowling bu8ine.s8 is small on a 
short-term basis. 

“You can invest in Canada 
Savings Bonds and make 
more money,” said the 
source. 

“Nobody’s willing to put up 
any money.” 

•The effort, however, con¬ 
tinued until about June of this 
year, when the writing was 
clearly on the wall €md the po¬ 
tential investors l)egan drift¬ 
ing away. 

The source said he even 
went to the trouble of putting 
out a 27-page brochure for po¬ 
tential investors but “it didn’t 
do any good.” 

'The shortage of lanes was 
compounded in the summer of 
1973 when Gibson’s Bowla- 
drome. which had 10 of 40 
lanes for tenpins, closed its 
doors. 

With the idea of private en¬ 
terprise apparently gone, the 
source said that there is a 
possibility that a careful eye 
will be kept on the situation in 


Nanaimo, where the city has 
been asked to help in getting 
a tenpin centre established. 

If the non-profit approach 
works there, It could signal 
the start of a new method of 
obtaining a needed recrea¬ 
tional facility.

Women catching up 


Lung cancer jump 


By PATKKTA MetORMACK 

NEW YORK (UPI) 
Women who smoke cigarettes 
can start worrying about lung 
cancer ~ the way men do. 

That number one cancer 
killer of men»has moved up 
from fourth to third spot as a 
cancer killer of American fe- 
male.s for the first time 
ahead of deaths from cancer 
of the cervix. 

That change is the highlight 
of report on the war against 
<*ancer released in New York 
by the American Cancer Soci¬ 
ety. 

"P'acts and Figures, 1975” 
(onfirms earlier scientific 
warnings that when women 
smoked long enough lung 
cancer would move up on 
their list of cancer killers. 

In 1975, 17,600 women are 
e.xpected to die as a result of 
lung cancer. That will be 2,100 
more than in 1974. 

Breast cancer in 1975 will 
continue as the number one 
cancer killer of women, with 
33,000 deaths. This is the type 
that recently struck President 
?'ord’s wife, Betty, and vice 
president-designate Nelson 
Rockefeller’s spouse. Happy. 

For both sexes, cancers of 
the colon and rectum are the 
number two cancer killers 
and will continue in that place 
in 1975. 

Authorities estimate heavy 
cigarette smoking causes at 
j least 80 per cent of lung 
j cancers, the society said it in-’ 
tends to work harder at tell- 
: ing f)eople about health haz- 
I ards of cigarettes. And “help- 
! ing smokers quit” clinics will 
I be expanded. 

About 222,000 Americans 
i will be saved from cancer in 
'1975 about one-third of all 
j who get it will, be saved. 

I Another 111,000 cancer pa¬ 
tients will probably die in 1975 
' who might have been saved 
through earlier and better 
I treatment. 

The new focus on breast 
J cancer, detection, due to the 
I illnesses of Mrs. P'ord and 
) Mrs. Rockefeller, is expected 
* to improve earlier detection 
: of breast cancer in 1975.

have waiting lists for these

OTTAWA (CP) — Begin¬ 
ning Jan. 1. all previousjy- 
Irozen meat, fish and poultiy 
pi-oducts sold in supermarkets 
will have to be labelled so, the 
consumer affairs department 
announced Friday. 

The new regulations “are 
intended to alert consumers 
that these products were pre¬ 
viously frozen or made in part 
from frozen products and are 


not fi-esh in the traditional 
sense,” the department said. 

Charles Sheppard, chief of 
the department’s food div¬ 
ision, said in an interview 
meat, fish and poultry prod¬ 
ucts lose their flavor when 
they are frozen more, than 
once. Repeated freezing also 
ruptured protein cell mem¬ 
branes, making the products 
more vulnerable to contamin¬ 
ation.

The trio broke the previous 
world record of 101 hours 
even, set four years ago in 
England by John Cameron 
and John Stevens. 

The three Rhode Islanders 
were Philip Hirons, 3‘2; Gilbert 
Steinle, 32, and Keith Kaplan. 
16. I must confess I’ve never 
heard of them, but now 
they’re in the record books 
and that’s worth something. 

From the U.S. w'e hop to the 
Philippines and the capital of 
Manila, where the world jun¬ 
ior championship has teen 
concluded. 

Interestingly enough, tlie 
Russians once more failed to 
win it as British star Tony 
Miles not only finished first, 
V-j points ahead of the field, 
but also defeated Soviet star 
Alc.xander Kochiev in the 
process. 

The tournament was inter¬ 
esting from another stand¬ 
point—it included Vancouver 
star Nigel Fullbrook as Cana¬ 
da’s representative. 

But alas, Nigel’s fantastic 
performance in the Canadian 
junicr champi jnship. where he 
outdistanced at least four 
eastern favorites to qualify 
tor the Manila Junket, was not 
to be repeated. 


Checkmate 


. He finished well down, in the 
slaiKlings but I imagine, 
gained some valuable e.xperi- 
ence. The fact that he quali¬ 
fied for the world Junior 

championship is a great boost 
for B.C. chess anyway. 

From Manila we swing over 
to Dortmund, West Germany, 
and an international tour¬ 

nament there which was won 
jointly by Hungary’s Laszio 
Szabo and Romania's Viktor 
Ciocaltea, both grandmasters. 

But that’s not the real 
story. 

It .just so happens that 

among the 16 contestants, 
there was a lone woman— 
Nona Gaprindaschwili of the 
Soviet Union. She holds tvix) 
distinctions — she's the wom¬ 
en’s reigning world champion, 
and she. also has the longest 
name of any active interna¬ 


tional master or, international 
grandmaster in the world. 

You can add another dis¬ 
tinction to Nona’s list—she’s 
posted one of the finest re¬ 
sults ever achieved by a 
wjman in a men’s interna¬ 
tional tournament, by finish¬ 
ing only half a point behind 
tlie coiwinners. 

Even Vera Menshikova, the 
great Russian who in the ’30s 
posted some fine scores in 
men’s tournaments, couldn’t 
approach Nona’s great per¬ 
formance. 

Maybe it was the fact that 
she celebrated her 33rd birth¬ 
day during the tournament, 
but the talented Russian'girl— 
yes, she’s single—went 
through the 15-round tourney 
undefeated, compiling a fan¬ 
tastic score of seven wins and 
eight draws. 


That wruld’ve teen emough 
to win most tournaments, and 
it was imiortunate that both 
.Szabo and Ciocaltea held hot 
hands as well. 

. I’m including a fine win by 
Nona fn>m Dortmund as one 
of the Games of the Week, 
mainly because it shows that 
the women’s world champion 
is nobody to play around with. 

Her opponent, La Jos Scr- 
vaty, obviously didn't take, her 
too seriously, went pawn-gral>- 
bing, and i^aid for it dearly 
and early. 

I’nr suj*e Ihe Hungarian 
master will be taking women 
much more seriously from 
now’ on.

According to then assistant superintendent of works 
in the public works department, H. R. Eastham, "The 
large copper dome Us in very poor condition. 

"It is leaking ail over and at the present time we have 
buckets placed all over the place to catch water. 

"We have just finished repairing ten small domes at 
which time we found the iron bracing neafly rusted out." 

Unfortunately, says Hartley, that work was not done. 

"Not only have conditions got worse but the cost of 
materials and labor has spiralled, so that what would 
have cost $1 million eight years ago, is costing closer to S5 
million today." 

Hartley said proper maintenance had been neglected,

Buckets were artistically arranged beneath sheets of 
plastic and galvanised tin to collect the rain water that 
dripped in through leaks In the roof. 

Foundation brick beneath the granite steps was dank 
and crumbling. 

In fact even a slight earth tremor might have brought 
Capt. George Vancouver tumbling from his lofty heights. 

All In all it was not quite the place where the socialist 
hordes could feel comfortable amid the loud rumbles and 
grumbles of House debate.

Tuckpointing Ltd.^of Vancouver the granite around the 
bottom six feet of the building was encrusted with organic 
matter.

The colored glass in the leaded window lights had 
been defective for years, and letting in rain, but with only 
patchwork repairs leaks had continued, leading to further 
deterioration inside the building. 

Even Capt. Vancouver was affected by the general

The statue itself of gilted sheet copper is In good 
shape, but his metal underpinnings have been seriously 
eroded so that repairs to the dome will Include a new base 
for his feet. 

However, Hartley is determined to see the legislative 
buildings restored in correct Rattenburj^ period style, so 
that the provincial government has a suitably appointed 
home instead of a run-down leaking old building. 


"This matter has found its way into mortar joints and 
constitutes a grave threat to the structural integrity of the 
building," said the report. 

The sandstone- on the rest of the building was dis- 
integre,ting in shale and surfaces were turning to a fine 
chalky dust, while all mortar joints were either falling 
apart or missing altogether.

.spot. It was difficult for casu¬ 
al travellens to go there, so it 
was rea.sonably certain that 
the foreigners who did find 
tlieir vv ay to the Via Doloro¬ 
sa and the Holy Sepulchre 
were genuine pilgrims. 

Now ban-iers are down be¬ 
tween the holy city and the 
Israeli ki^^butzim society, and 
the paved streets throng with 
young religious Jews and the 
vagab md youth of many 
nations. 

Arab residents of the old 
city say in scandalized tones: 

"The streets of the old toum 
are full of Jewish prostitutes 
in the evening. You can see 
them in every cafe. It’s a dis¬ 
grace.” 

The women they call “pros¬ 
titutes” are simply young 
girls in miniskirts or hot 
pants and sleeveless T-shirts. 

But the cafes around 
Herod’s (late are notorious as 
drug trafficking centres and 
are frequented by scores of 
long-haired members of the 
great international ta'il>e of 
lietlroll and guitar caroiers. 

'Phe Israelis say they are 
safeguarding freedom of 
access to all holy sites. 

The Catholic bishop of .lor- 
dan. Bishop Naameh Sima’an, 
disagree : 

"It’s all very well for the 
Israelis to talk of protecting 
the holy sites. But they are 
tuiTiing them into museums. 
The living Christian commu¬ 
nities in Jerusalem are Arab. 
Since the Israelis took over 
the congregations of every 
Christian church has fallen. 

"One of the problems alx)iit 
being a (caretaker of a reli¬ 
gious shrine is that you must 
know what religion means. 
Over so per cent of the popu¬ 
lation are atheistic Jews who 
1 don’t even practice Judaism. 
1 If they don’t respect their own 


faith, how can they safeguard 
someone else's.” 

When J last visited the old 
city, I was taken on a tour of 
the walls by an English ar¬ 
chaeologist friend. Overlook¬ 
ing the western (wailing) wall 
and the dome of the rock, the 
two most important Jewish 
and Islamic shrines in Jerusa¬ 
lem, we watched bulldozers 
and mechanical diggers at 
work. They were tearing 


a\Lay the topsoil to r^-eal the 
level of Herod’s city. 

A party of American tour- 
nists, accompanied by an 
Israeli guide, came into sight. 

"Never has Jerusalem been 
excavated the way if is being 
excavated today,” said the 
guide, waving at the scene of 
demolition. 

"Never has Jerusalem been 
destroyed the way it is being 


destroyed today.” commented 
my arcliaeologist fi-iend. ' 

Later he said similar e.x- 
cavatiojis had taken place in 
the garden of the Armenian 
convent. He said Israeli ar¬ 
chaeologists there had been in 
such a hurry they bulldozed 
through the foundations of a 
Byzantine church that was 
discovered too late to be even 
properly recorded for history.

It took Wayne Duke, Big 
Ten commissioner that long to 
confirm what a delirious, dis¬ 
believing capacity crowd of 
78,533 at Spartan Stadium had 
just seen - that Michigan 
State had held on a goal-line 
stand with seconds, to play 
and Ohio State, out of time¬ 
outs, had not g o 11 e n its 
final play off in time from the 
one-yard line. 

"It was the ruling of the 
back judge and the field judge 
that time had expired before 
the last play,” Duke said of 
the confusion-filled final sec¬ 
onds, in which the ball got 
around loose before the Buck- 
eyes’ Bruce Baschnagel 
scooped it up and plunged into 
the end zone. 

The line Judge had signaled 
an Ohio State touchdown, then 
quickly waved it off. Duke 
said later that the Buckeyes 
would have suffered a penalty 
on the play had time not run 
out. since tailback Archie 
Griffin was not set for the 
required full second before 
the ball was snapped. 

When the gun went off, both 
teams believing they had 
won. broke into victory 
dances as the crowd swarmed 
onto the field. Confusion 
reigned as the officials head¬ 
ed off-the field to confer, then 
met with Duke, who relayed 
their decision to the happy 
crowd.

Commonwealth Games 


Facility estimates 
jump drastically 


EDMONTON (CP) - Facil¬ 
ities for the 1978\ Common¬ 
wealth Games may cost $5 to 
$10-million more than origi¬ 
nally estimated, Alex Farrow, 
president of the Games’ Foun¬ 
dation, said Friday. 

He said both the federal 
and provincial governments 
probably will increase their 
contributions to the F'ounda- 
tion. 

Under the current cost-shar¬ 
ing arrangement, open to re¬ 
negotiation, the city and fed¬ 
eral government will each 
contribute $11.6 million, the 
province $7.9 millicwi and the 
Foundation $1 million. 

Farrow told a director’s 
meeting that the Foundation 


was faced with the problem of 
inflation ’’for which we need 
.some substantial assistance.” 

“No one could ever have 
anticipated that costs would 
jump so drastically . . . there 
isn’t anybody in Alberta or 
Canada who could have fore¬ 
casted this jump.” 

He said a close estimate of 
the increased cost of facilities 
would be possible until a con¬ 
sultants’ report is completed 
at the end of the month. 

After both levels of govern¬ 
ment have announced their 
decisions, he said, the Foun¬ 
dation will attempt to make 
up any remaining deficit 
through expanded marketing 
and fund-raising programs.

Tanker ship blows 
in Tokyo collision 


Rubber dams proposed for Venice 


TOKYO (AP) — A tanker 
loaded with liquefied gas and. 
a freighter hauling steel col¬ 
lided in busy Tokyo Bay on 
Saturday, setting off an explo¬ 
sion that sent flames shooting 
600 feet into the air. 

Maritime officials termed 
the collision the worst ever 
between a tanker and 
freighter In Japanese waters. 

Rescue workers found 16 
charred bodies in the tangled, 
burning wreckage. 

The discovery brought the 
total casualties of the collision 
to 20, with 13 crewmen still 
missing from both vessels — 
four from the tanker and nine 
from the freighter. 

A spokesman for the Mari¬ 
time Safety Agency said all 
but one of the bodies were 
found aboard the 10,874-ton 
freighter Pacific Ares. 

Visibility at the time of the 
collision was said to have 
been fair and the sea calm: 

Fire continued to rage 
aboard the 43,723-ton Japa¬ 
nese tanker Yuko Maim for 
hours after the fiery blast. 

Patrol craft and fireboats 
surrounded the ship but were 
kept at a distance for fear of 
further explosions from its 
cargo of liquified propane, bu¬ 
tane and naphtha, picxed up 
in Saudi Arabia: 

While the tanker continued 
to blaze, officials said the fire 
aboard the freighter, the 
10,784-ton Pacific Ares, had 
burned oUt. 

The Japanese Maritime 
Safety Agency said the 
freighter is owned by Pacific, 
Bulk Carrier, Inc., registered

Garden notes 


WATER SPROITS (A.H., 
Duncan) 

That forest of slender, ver¬ 
tical shoots on the upper pact 
of your apple tree was caused 
by too-drastic pruning in past 
years. 

When a tree with a vig irous 
rofit system is cut back ton 
severely, its excess energy 
goes into producing a verita¬ 
ble witch’s br«K>m of useless 
young shoots, all of them 
growing ''straight up. These 
are cotfimonly known as 
water sprouts. 

It isn’t easy to correct this 
condition, for the more you 
prune, the worse the tree will 
sprout. 

I suggest that f<»r the next 
few years you switch from 
winter to summer pruning, re¬ 
moving just a few of these 
vertical shoots at a time, and 
spreading the work over a 
period of about three months, 
starting in July. 

Pruning in midsummer 
tends to reduce the vigor of 
the roots, vidiich is what is 


wanted in this case, and 
should result in less branch 
growth and more fruit. 

If your tree is growing in 
cultivated gmurni, it would 
Kelp mutters to grow grass 
over the rooting area. The 
grass -would use up some of 
the ixlant food which is en¬ 
couraging this prolific sprout¬ 
ing. 

GOOSEBERRY' TREE (-EC’., 
\ b torla) 

(iooseberries in standard or 
tree form, as advertised by 
some U.S.**and German nur¬ 
series, are produced in very 
.much the same way as our 
standard or tree roses. The 
stock used is Ribes aureum, 
the Ciolden Currant. 

While this yellow-flowered 
ornamental currant can l>e 
raised quite easily from cut¬ 
tings, there is a tendency for 
the stem to develop a kink, 
making a crooked “trunk" 
- awl an un s i ghtly tree. 

A better plan is to detach 
suckers rather than using cut¬ 
tings. as these make much 
straighter stems. 


When the currant stem 
reaches the desired height, it 
is budded in June or grafted 
in February with any desired 
variety of gooseberry, usually 
with one of the lar^e-fruited 
English dessert varieties. 

CONNEMARA HEATH (P. 
M< N., Maple Bay) 

This white Irish heather, 
also called St. Dabeoc’s 
tHeath. requires a lime-free 
soil, ideally with some Icaf- 
' mold and sand mixed in. and 
a position in full sun. 

Us true name is Daboecia 
cantabrica, widely spread in 
West Galway and County 
Mayo. 

It is quite h^y once it gets 
going, but ^think your tiny 
seedlings^x'^ould have some 
prijlec^fi^ ' for their first 
^outdoors. 

This could be a cloche, a 
-plastic-topped box. extem¬ 
porized frame or some such 
arrangement to shelter the 
baby plants from high winds 
and driving rain.

Needless to say, the job is taking days, for, instead of filing the papers, I sit 
down and read them, and this consumes hours, causing other work to be cast aside. 

Human Stuff Makes History 
When Nesbitt Digs In Trunk 


It reminds me of 
when I was a child, tak- 
ing old newspapers off 
closet shelves. 

I recall with what fascination I 
: l-ead year-old newspapers. 

A year then, to me. seemed an 
.i|pternity ago; was it possible such 
things had happened? 

First off in my current trunk 
cleaning-out, I came across an 
old friend of mine — John Rob¬ 
son, who founded The British 
Columbian of New Westminster, 
and was its fire-eating editor. 

In the early 1860s he wrote in his 
newspaper that Chief Justice Sir 
Matthew Bailley Begbie was using 
confidential information, supplied to 
him «ily because of his high office, 
to buy up real estate, which he could 
sell in a few months at a huge prof¬ 
it. 

This put Begbie into a fine rage, 
end he demanded an apology from 
Robson, an aix)logy which was not 
fo^thcoming^ Robson being the^ stub¬ 
born type. 

The Chief Justice turned up an 
ancient British statute under which 
he was able to have^ Robson jailed 
for ccMitempt of court."* 

I sOTiehcsv don’t think this dis¬ 
pleased Robson, who, good politician 
that he was, had a fair'" amount of 
the martyr about him. 

I Would think he welcomed jail, 
thus turning himself into a popular 
hero ei the hour. • 

From jail. Robson wrote pieces 
for his newspaper, entitling them ‘A 
V^oice from the Dungeon.’ 

Here’s a typical example: 

“Fellow colonists — We greet you 
from our dungeon. 

“Startled by the wild shrieks of a 
dying maniac on the one hand, and 
the clanking of the murderer’s 
chains on the other, \^ile the scant 
atmosphere of our ceUr loaded with 
; noxious effluvia from the filthy dens 
occupied by lunatics, renders life 
almost intolerable, we hope our 
readers will overlook any incoher¬ 
ency or w’ant of connect|ed thought 
in our writings. - - 

“FeUcAv British Columbians—a 
deadly stab has just been aimec^at 
the Liberty (rf the Press, that great 
bulwark of civil and religious liberty 
— we, the humble instrument, the 
unfortunate victim, are deprived of 
our liberty by the absolute will of 
one man — compeUed to exchange 
the pure and healthful climate of 
our adopted country for a dreary 
dungeon. 

“Be assured, we shall fight on 
for you, the people, we shall never 
give up the fight for freedom.** 
After four days Robson tired of 
his martyrdom, apologi2ed, was 
freed. 

He then spent years wTiting that

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Begbie was unfit for his high office 
and should be fired. 

In 1889 Robson became Premier 
of British Columbia; in 1892, in of- 
f fice, in London on government busi- 
, ness, he died. 

At his funeral in Victoria, among 
the chief mourners was Begbie, C. J. 

Of such human stuff is exciting 
history made! 

In 18D2, I find The San Fran- 
risco Chronicle warned Ameri¬ 
cans that Britain and Canada 
were fordfying Vancouver Is¬ 
land — a dagger pointed at the 
heart of Uncle Sam. 

The Chronicle wailed: “It is re- 
I^orted that the Canadian and British 
Imperial governments are strength¬ 
ening the fortifications of Esquimal|Ji 
Harbor. 

‘The idea is to give Great Bri¬ 
tain an impregnable naval and mili^ 
tary station there. 

“Esquimalt will then be to the 
Pacific what Halifax is to the Atlan¬ 
tic, but within closer striking dis¬ 
tance of the Cnited States. 

“The Strait of Juan de Fuca is 
t(X) wide to be actually compianded 
•by Esquimalt, but they coul4 cover 
It with a force of battleship, tor¬ 
pedo boat.s, land batteries, etc., 


assisted by Canada would be able 
to take quite good care of itself.’’ 

I enjoyed reading once more 
what Bruce Hutchison wrote 
iritMmt Dolly .Steeves, then the 
.1 SMiaUst member of the legisla- 
tnre for North Vancouver. 

It was in the early 1940s, and 
Mrs. Steeves and some of her social¬ 
ist c<Aorts in$isled the war was a 
capitalistic war, and should not be 
su^X)rted by Canada. 

Here’s the w.ay Bruce Hutchison 
pujit: 

/‘It w’as Mrs. Steeves who pro¬ 
voked this excitement (in the legis¬ 
lature) when she spoke with the In¬ 
nocent look of a pixie, and the sting 
of k hornet. 

“But a hornet is not noted for 
logjic.” 

•“'niat she could say what she 
said against our democracy, against 
our government, and the decency of 
our country is the best proof that de¬ 
mocracy still CTidures, clumsy and 
blundering as it often is. 

“It was flesh creeping stuff. Why, 
when she spoke of the unspeakable 
revolution facing us if we don’t 
mend our way^, you could hear the 
tumbrils rattling over the cobble*

which would effectively close the 
passage, unless we are strong 
enough, by like manner, to keep it 
open. 

“With one first class naval sta¬ 
tion at Mare Island, and another in 
Puget Sound, and an effective force 
of vessels of vario^is classes, we 
could command the situation in the 
Strait of Fuca. 

"Perhaps fortifications at Port 
.^ngcles. New Dungenness, or both, 
could form part erf the system of 
defence. 

“Perhaps President Cleveland is 
to blame for this; by his folly it 
seems his government is preparing 
to hand over Hawaii to Great Bri¬ 
tain. 

'“We would then be surrounded 
by British might; this must not be 
allowed to haK>en. 

“Great Britain is friendly enough 
with our country, when this tack 
suits Great Britain, but we must 
ever be on our guard, until western 
Canada, by its own free will, be¬ 
comes part of the United States.” 

The Colonist put its nose into the 
air, reading this, sniffed, dismissed 
the whole editorial in these few 
words; 

“Some American journalists 
dearly love to create sensations. 

“As. long as they can publish 
.something that will astonish people 
and set them talking, these journal¬ 
ists do not care much whether what 
they write is reasonable,, or unrea¬ 
sonable, probable, or improbable, 
true or falge. 

“Let The San Francisco Clhroni- 
cle know that Great Britain is not 
preparing to fight the United 
, States; also let them know if this 
deplorable day ever came Britain — 


stones in the dawn, and the swish 
of die guillotine. 

“What Mrs. Steeve.s said will be 
quoted and argued all over this 
country. 

“Briefly, it was a well-bred sneer 
at everything, and then a cry of 
misery from the depths, for, make 
no mistake about the sincerity of 
her protest, the bitterness of her 
hate. 

"And all in the most con- 
stjrained. conversational voice, 
alway-s the perfect lady. 

i“She flits rather like a butterfly 
frdm flow'er to flower, but she 
lekves her hornet sting as she goes, 
all in the most charming, the most 
devastating, and the most illusive 
manner. 

I “In our politics they don’t breed 
hornets with a sting any sharper 
than hers. 

“It is a long time since the word 
‘shame’ was hurled across this 
House, and never before at a 
woman. 

“It was hurled at Mrs. Steeves 
by Liberals and Conservatives alike, 
but that wasn’t '"enough for Mr. 
Perry. 

“This little Briti.sher, an old- 
fashioned Liberal, found his blood 
boiling, as has own country and his 
own people were reixjatedly pricked 
by the hornet sting. 

"As Mrs. Steeves sat dowTi—he 
hopped up, and poured out a speech 
that came molten from the heart, 
that was full of reason as well as 
passion.”. 

In 1969 Willlani Henry Se¬ 
ward came to Victoria. 

'Two years before, as United 
States .Secretary of State, he had 


pur('ha.>ed .Alaska, for jtlic T’nl- 
ted States, from Russia, for 
$7,000,000. 

This purchase was Called by 
some “Seward’s Folly.’f 
Seward had been to Alaska, when 
he decided to call at VieWia. 

This caused some consiernation. 
British Columbians feared he had 
come to start annexatioit of British 
Cblumbia to the United States. 

The local citizenry put on a ban¬ 
quet for him at the St. Gebrge Hotel. 

Seward made ,a speech, in which 
he said^ British Colunibians had 
nothing ^to fear from jthe United 
States. 

Among those at the banquet was 
retired Colonial Governo * Sir James 
Douglas. 

He gave his impressions of Se¬ 
ward in a letter to hjs daughter 
Jane, Mrs. Alexander G^ant Dalla.s, 
then living in Scotland: 

“We had a visit lately from Mr. 
Seward, with a distinguished party 
of American friends-j-an event 
which has caused something like a 
sensation here. } 

“Mr. Seward, you knhw, was Sec¬ 
retary of State and ah influential 
member both of Lincoln’s and John¬ 
son’s cabinets. He is 68 years of age. 
rather feeble in appearance, but in¬ 
tellectually vigorous anA active. 

“His range of knowledge, grasp 
of mind and powers of generaliza¬ 
tion are wonderful. i 

“He retains whatever he hears or 
sees—so that his oonvefsation is de¬ 
lightful, almost photographic, in the 
precision and point with which he 
presents details. i 

“We hid some official corre¬ 
spondence during the Qjnfederate 
War, and he remembered gratefully 
the efforts I made to restrain hostile 
movements, and protect American 
trade in the Pacific; a feeling so dif¬ 
ferent, is it not, from ^at exhibited 
by our owti statesmen, j 

“As veterans in the public ser¬ 
vice, I suppose, we buite took to 
each other. j 

“He gave me a wa^rn invitation, 
and said I was to ba sure to call 
upon him at Auburn,' when I visit 
the United States. : 

“I fancy Mr. Sewfard must be 
travelling at the public expense, as 
he does things in right royal style, 
have a special steamer, the Active, 
chartered for the trip! of about two 
months, an outlay th^t few private 
incomes could afford.”^ 

Victoria’s first.: newspaper 
was The Gazette, Which started 
its life in niid-sumkier of 1859. 

It gave a word pietJure of the Vic¬ 
toria of 1838: j 

“'‘We are quite a tept town. 'There 
are tents, and rude sjhanties every¬ 
where, mostly down 1^ the harbor’s 
ed_ge. It is said thatf there are at 
present 25,000 peoplei here, mostly 
newly arrived from jCalifbrnia, 
their way to the k^ld fields of 
Fraser’s River. 

"Some of these shifts for better 
homes are cheered by the presence 
of Woman, and in a lew even chil¬ 
dren are visible.”

Bon-supportive functions would be 
moved out of the Buildings, and se¬ 
condly, that structural changes 
w«uld be restorative rather than 
renot'ative.

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Eventually, only members of the 
legislature and their staffs will be 
located in die main buildings. There 
are 5i elected representatives in the 
1974 legislature, and each is desig¬ 
nated office space.

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He designed the first Government 
House. Victoria Central High School. 
V’ictoria Bank of Montreal, Victoria

House, the main part of the 
Empress Hotel and the Crystal 
Gardens, and a number of other 
buildings around the province. 

The Buildings were scheduled to 
be built in three years and the legis¬ 
lature passed a bill for funds not to 
exceed $600,000 in 1893 to authorize 
the uork. Five years and many 
wrangles later between the Execu¬ 
tive Council and the architect, the 
first stage of 588,000 square feet was 
opened at the cost of slightly less 
than one million dollars.

When the size of the Buildings 
needed to be increased further, bills 
were passed in 1911 to do5l)le its 
size. Later the library was built. 

Alan Hodgson, a former govern¬ 
ment arohdtect, has been interested 
in the restoration of the Buildings 
since 1951. He is intensely caught up 
in the project, and his historical 
awareness and excitement carries 
over to the workmen who are 
swarming over the Buildings. 

“We try to keep in mind the con- • 
cef>t of Rattenbury when we restore 
any part of the Buildings,” he said 
in an inten iew. “For example, over 
the years the gold and silver leaf in 
the domes was painted over and 
o\er We restored what had been 
covered.” Instead of silver leaf, 
however, aluminium leaf is being 
used because it is more durable and 
won’t tarnish. 

“It’s economy to do the job 
right,” Hartley contends. “I told 
Hodgson to restore the Buildings to 
the period in which they were built, 
to do a quality job so the restoration 
will last.” 

When the British Columbia Elec¬ 
tric Company began to generate its 
own power in 1M6. electrical light¬ 
ing w'as put into the Buildings. But 
all the wiring was on the surface or 
semi-buried along walls. Electrical 
fixtures were even wired on the sur¬ 
face because Rattenbur>’’s original 
[>lans did not forsee electricity. 

Few communication systems 
were needed at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. The bells of the legislature, a 
few telephones were all that seemed 
necessary. ’ 

Over the years the accumulation 
of wires matched the changes in 
communications technology. ^ one 
of the major tasks of the workmen 
is to relocate all the wires and put 
them into a centralized system with¬ 
in the brick walls of the Buildings. 

The heating system is being re¬ 
tained, but hot water radiators are 
being refurbished and collected for 
use in offices. Some of the tile floc«^ 
in the corridors are being replaced, 
in their former color and shape, but 
not with original British or Ameri¬ 
can tiles, with Japanese. 

Alan Hodgson has the original 
Rattenbury plans found in the public 
archives, and he has referred to 
them often during the project. Un¬ 
fortunately, all of Rattenbury’s 
notes and ledgers were destroyed 
shortly after his murder in England 
in 1935, and Hodgson has only the 
plans and discoveries of original 
colocB and woods he has made dur¬ 
ing the restoration. 

Rattenbury became of the 
most influential architects during 
British Columbia’s formative years. 
He was awarded practically all the

ma.ior desigh projects of the day. 
But by 1926 he became less cre¬ 
ative; he div'orced his wife and re¬ 
married. 

He and his new wife left shortly 
after their marriage for England 
whore he wus bludgeoned to death 
by a/^chauffeur who became erva- 
mored with Rattenbury’s bride. 

The buildings were constructed of 
rough hewn stone from Haddington 
Island, near Nanaimo. It is a fairly 
soft sandstone, that in any other 
climate, might not have st(X)d the 
wear of pollution or extremes of 
weather. 

however, according to a study 
made by the Department of Public 
Works in 1966, considerable deterio¬ 
ration of the stone had taken place. 
A budget o4 $1G million was es¬ 
timated for cleaning and restoring 
the e.xterior and renovating parts of 
the interior of the Buildings. 

■' Slate for the roofs came from 
Jervis Inlet quarries just south of 
Powell River. New slate for repairs 
comes from Pittsburi?h. As much of 
tt^e old slate as possible is being 
recycled to roofs that can be seen 
from the street. 

Copper that turns Victoria’s par¬ 
ticular shade of green is no longer 
readily available from Italy or Ger¬ 
many, so new copper is being used 
to repair the flat copper roofed sec¬ 
tions. l\Tiat is salvageable of the old 
copper is being recycled for use in 
repairing the domes. At the same 
time, safety and access equipment 
is being built on the roofs so that 
w'orkmen can inspect and repair at 
regular intervals. 

In the main dome, just below the 
gold-leaf statue of Captain Van¬ 
couver, until this summer was yards 
of plastic sheeting spread out to hold 
rain water that leaked through crev¬ 
ices. The main dome is structurally 
sound, but the smaller dome behind 
it was deteriorating from dry rot, 
accOTding to a public w'orks spokes¬ 
man. 

The very first labor legislation in 
British Columbia arose from a dis¬ 
pute between Rattenbury. an impa¬ 
tient, fiery man, and stonemason 
Frederick Adams whose company 
was working on the Buildings. 

One day Rattenbury was visiting 
the ^te and he saw a workman ac¬ 
cidentally break a piece of stone. 
Tlie temperamental architect hit the 
stonecutter and charged him with 
spoiling a stone. The crew- walked 
off the job in what the newspaper, 
the Coienist, referred to as the 
“Stonecutter’s Strike.” “rhe dispute 
was settled in favor of the workmen 
by a Council of Conciliation under 
tile Labor Act that w’as formed to 
mediate such disagreemtnts. 

Rattenbury made frequent ap¬ 
pearances tefore the Executive 
Council to rebut accusations of un- 
necessaiy high expenditures. He 
always blamed “rising costs” of 
labor arid materials for the increas¬ 
ing budget. 

As work progressed and the gov¬ 
ernment became impatient to move 
into its new quarters, the bills 
mounted and Rattenbury was called 
before the Executive Council early 
in 1897. 

The only thing holding up com¬ 
pletion of the Buildings was a supply 
of marble and door hinges, he said. 
A few mcxiths later the move to the 
new Buildings began.

LAUGHS-" a lengthy lifetime

"Ninety-one, goin on two . . " 
The voice was clear and the follow¬ 
ing laughter hearty as nonagenar¬ 
ian Ernest Hotchin, 1172 Gold- 
stream, in Langford, regaled me 
with tales of his experiences in 
England and Canada from the 
early 1900s up to the present day. 

Ernie Hotchin was bom in Hull, Yorkshire, 
England, in 1883. On Mar. 27, 1907, a young man 
of 24, he sailed for Canada. His largest assets in 
his Canadian struggles towards success, were an 
unfailing determination, a sturdy physique and a 
stubborn, Yorkshire-bred character lac^ with a 
quiet sense of humor which, on occasion, still 
breaks out into a throaty chuckle. 

Altogether, Emie Hotchin has always been a 
resourceful chap. He once bought an old boat, 
complete with an ancient, non-running marine en¬ 
gine, from a widow in Winnipeg, got the motor 
running, i>ainted the boat, and traded the outfit 
for a completely furnished lakeside cottage. 

Ernie’s .schooling stopped at the age of 12. His 
first .job in Hull was as a groom. It lasted three 
years. Then came a hammerihg iob, making fish 
boxes for the 1oc-.-j1 mackerel catch and the Yar¬ 
mouth bloaters. This was followed by a stretch in 
a beer bottling plant, fmm which he was locked 
- : out one morning f«>r showing up late. 

^The lockout catastrophe led the youngster to 
a iob'as a tool-lioy for a firm laying underground 
cables beneath the streets of Hull. He caught 
typhoid fever from the filthy air 'Hsing from the 
sewer man-hole.s. 

During his si.\ months' sickness, the electric 
tramways came to the city of Hull. .At this time. 
Ernie’s father ran'a horse-<lrawn waggonette ser¬ 
vice fol' the ciii/ens of Hull. The trams put his fa¬ 
ther out of busifffess. Brash young Ernie walked 
into the tramway company’s manager and told 
him: ‘Y^hi put my dad out of business, you owe 
me a j<^.” He got one. trwi. 

As a Hull tram conductor, at 17, Ernie earned 
; 17 shillings a week for a nine-hour 'day, seven -ni 
days a week, w ith one whole .Sunday off in eight 
weeks. Shades of the good old days. 

Thera was bl<>nty of excitement in his conduc¬ 
tor’s job. The street c.ar routes of Hull were like 
the spokes of a wheel. Each nj^te would start 
from the city centre, roll to the outer fringes of 
■^the city and return to the hub. ‘^‘On my route,” 
chuckled Ernie, "there were three public houses 
in one block of buildings. On my last trip of a 
night, all these fellows would come rjouring out of 
the pubs at closing time, pile oh my car, crowd 
and pile on some more. If was a rough area 
where the policemen patrolled in^pairs. 

'T was only young at the time. Looked young, 
too. It was terrible. This particular night, I had to 
push my way through the crowded car, collecting 
a penny from et eryone for a two-and-a-half mile 
ride. When I reached the open top deck, this ohb 
chap wouldn’t pay me my penny, so I walked to 
the front oLthe car. leaned over and called to the 
motor-man to stoj) at the fir^t p*3liceman we 
came to. 

"Well.” went on Emie. "soon the car 
stopped, and a bobby got on. He pushed through 
to me. I wa.s right in the middle of the open tap 
deck.'* 

Whai’s the trouble, lad,’’ he said, 

"I got a man here who refuses to pay.V ; 

"Put your ’and on ’im, ” said the policeman. 

"So I put my hand on his shoulder. The burly 
policeman picked the man up by the back of the 
neck, lifted him o\er the side of fhe open deck 
and dropped him into the arms of the other pol¬ 
iceman. 

"Another time. wheH«P»t(qd had more experU 
ence, a chap tried to jump on to my crowded car. 

I told him, polite-like, if he could work his way in, 

^ to go ahead. He just hauled off and hit me in the 
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face. He suipr.sed me, but I had one of those 
hea\y pistol type punches for punching tickets in 
my hand, so I hit him back on the side of his 
head, knocked him out and he dropped to the 
mid. He was arrested and taken to the police sta¬ 
tion. A couple of days later, I had to go to court 
about it. The fellow got 30 days in prison, after 
trying to tell the judge that I hit him first. 

"I stayed on as a tram conducW until 1907, 
when 1 decided to emigrate to Canada,” con¬ 
tinued Emie. ".All the papers were carrying 
bright j>ictures and glowing accounts of a new life 
out west. Everyone seemed to be going to Canada 
in 1907. Rus.sians. Galicians, Dotikhobors. all sorts, 
funnellecl through the seaport of Hull, from the 
continent. pas.sed through the city and crossed 
England to Lixerpool, en route to the Golden

West. I was fuH of the idea of gettiig 160 acres cf 
western land. I found out when I got there, that it 
wasn’t what it was cracke<l up to be, ” Errjae 
finished with a chuckle. 

Originally, Emie Hotchin had l»oi>ked passage 
as an emigrant on a large passenger liner, the 
Parisian. Hoxvever, when he arrived at Liverpool, 
he found he was relegated to a iittle, 4,000 ton 
cattle boat, the Carthaginian. 'This t)aat had deliv¬ 
ered a load of Canadian cattle to •IHasgow, and 
was routed to Liverpool to reiurji to Montreal 
with a full load of immigrants. j 

"Six of us to a little cabin in quarters 
knocked together after the cattle were off-load¬ 
ed,” detailed Ernie. "The top d^ck was given 
over to a few returning cattle bti^ers. ’The En¬ 
glish and Scottish immigrants vverd on the second 
deck, w ith limited act ess to the opjen deck, while 
the Doukhbbors anti other Europc-bns were c<«i- 
fined to the third and lowest deck. [They were not 
allowed above that deck during the ivhole voyage.

We had the colonist car to ourselves. When the 
train conductor first glimpsed the tiny pup, he 
asked what-it was. I told him it was a Yorkshire 
terrier. 

“Never.” the conductor said. “What do you 
call him?” 

“I said Guess. Well, that conductor went 
through all the dog names he could think of. Then 
he gave up. 

“WTiat do you call him?” 

“So I told him his name was guo.ss. 

“You know,” continued Ernie, “as soon as he 
was through with the other coaches and the other 
passengers, that conductor came back and played 
with Guess. 

“We arrived in Winnii»eg tiTO days before 
Christmas. All the women used to carry fur muffs 
in those days. Animals were not allowed on tJie 
street cars, so my wife used to put Guess inside 
tier muff and fold her hands around her.” 

Ernie Hotchin had been on the Winnipeg post 
office staff for nine years, when the big Winnipeg 
General Strike of 1919 paralyzed that city. Stress 
and starv’ation followed. The post office em¬ 
ployees joined the strike, and Ernie found him¬ 
self out of wxirk. Towards the end of the strike, 
w-hich lasted through May and June of 1919, Ernie 
and his postal colleagues were called into the 
post office building at 7 a.m. on Monday morn¬ 
ing. 'They put on their postal uniforms and gath¬ 
ered in the main lobby, thinking they were going 
back to work. The postmaster addressed them: 
“You are all fired and you will never get back 
in the post crffice service again.” 

Never a man to relish doing nothing, Ernie 
tried his hand at market gardening. One year he . 
grew 11 tons of prime onions in three-quarters of r 
an acre of land, but he found he coul^’t find a 
market for them. Sold the lot for $35. Another 
year, he bought 100 pounds of registered seed po¬ 
tatoes for $30. It vras a dr>’ summer. When the

crop was lifted, Ernie gdt 15 bushels of small po¬ 
tatoes, no bigger than his thumb. “We ate an 
awful lot of small potatoes that winter,” he 
laughed. 

Eight years later, Ernie walked off his mar¬ 
ket garden with only the clothes he stood up in. 

Despite the threat of the earlier postmaster, 
Ernie Hotchin sat for a Civil Service examination 
in 1926, and returned to the post office as a let¬ 
ter carrier. He spent 21 years on <Mie route. He 
enjov^ the fall months best, for then, he and his 
friends wxxrld take off wito their shotguns, a 
stack of grub, a canoe, and go duck-hunting in the 
rice marshes fringing Lake Winnipeg where the 
Red River empties through three channels into 
the lake. 

On Nov. 9, 1928, Ernie Hotchin married Irene 
Carpenter, a Winnipeg girl. They have two chil¬ 
dren, Ronald, a captain in the administrative 
medical service of the Canadian Armed Forces, 
statiemed in Halifax, N.S., cmd a married daugh¬ 
ter, Joan, now living in White Rock, B.C. Ernie 


received the Imperial Service Medal, with a let¬ 
ter from King George VI, on April 28, 1950, for 
Meritorious Services. “I don’t really know what I 
did to earn it,” said Ernie, rather humbly. 

Ernie Hotchin retired cm pension in 1948, and 
he and his wife came west to their pleasant Gold- 
stream home, overlcmking lovely Langford Lake, 
He grows tomatoes now, for a hobby, and then 
gives them away. His 1974 achievement was a 
one pound and five ounces Big Boy giant tomato. 

On top of his colored televisicm set, where he 
was pulling for the Oakland A’s to beat the 
Dodgers (they did), sat an elegant eight-day 
clopk, a presentation to him from the CSty of 
Winnipeg postal staff on his retirement^y. 

On that presentation day, Mmie thanked tHe 
cheerful gathering: “You might; wonder how I’ve 
lasted as long as I have done, but I’ve been fol¬ 
lowing my doctor’s orders—Avoid Slow Horses, 
Fast Women and Bad Beer.” ' 

The clock showed 10 p.m. We drank a bottle 
of Ernie’s gcxid beer, and the pleasant interview 
ended.

One of the most popular and colorful prod* 
wets of the cranberry industry in later years has 
been cranberry juice cocktail. Tliis is a delicious 
drink just as it conies from the bottle but it can 
also be mixed with other ingredients to make a 
fine hot drink.

CR.\NBERRY SOUP IN' A MUG . . . four 
cu|>s cranberry juice cocktail, twx) cups clama;

{Vimbine one cup ol the cranberry juice, the juice 
from ihe apricots and the apricots. Whirl at high 
speed until .«mootm Pour this mixture into a 
saucepan. Stir in tlie remaining cranberry juice, 
lemcmade, cinnamoit sticks and water.

For peak quality get them for freezing when they first come on the market. 

Use cranberries in muffins, in loaf c^es and hot cake batter. Use fresh cranberry 
.sauce-topping for cheesecake. Add a few spoonfuls of cranberry sauce to turkey or 
chicken gravy for extra flavor.

Recalls ... 


Cannons Swept Countryside 
From Fort Victoria Bastions 


'*To have watched Victoria 
grow from a small fort to the 
dimensions of an important city 
and port has been the privilege of 
Mrs. D. M. Johnstone, a delightful 
old lady who celebrated^ her 83rd 
birthday on the 21st of this month 
.. So wrote a newspaper reporter, 
half a century ago, of the sprightly 
octogenarian who once lived in a 
log hut on the site of today's post 
office. 


Times had changed for Victorians, even by 
jjl924. and Mrs. Johnstone, celebrated as one of the 
fcity’s oldest pioneers, willingly recalled tlie Fort 
’.A'ictoria of so long before. Her memory remained 
Crystal clear, and her impressions of the old Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Co. bastion, and of its original inhabi¬ 
tants, remained as fresh, 50 years ago, as when 
5 he had e.\perienced them. 

To insure accuracy during her inter\'iew with 
the reporter, Mrs. Johnstone prudently set dowm 
se\'eral of her memories on paper, recalling that 
her family had emigrated from the Orkneys when 
she was 10 years dd. The reastm for her slight 
haziness as to the facts of their voyage to the 
New World, she pointed out, were the result of 
her being so j^jung at the time, not because her 
memory had failed her almost three-quarters of a 
tcentuiy after. 

“As I recall it,” she began, “there were no 
trees, and only a very small village with one nar¬ 
row street. 

“We left Gravesend for Victoria about the 
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last of May, in 1851, aboard tjie Norman Mor- 
rLson, a fine three-masted sailing vessel. It took 
us five months and diree days to reach Elsqui- 
malt, for we came around the’ Horn. I don’t 
remember that it was very rough, although I 
know there was one very bad storm which 
worked havoc with the rigging, fOr I was taken up 
on deck to see it the morning ft>llawing the gale. 
But I must ha\*e slept soundly through it all, and 
to me the whole voyage was delightful.’’ 

The only young girl aboard^ Mrs. Johnstone 
tnee Stockland •, her mother, and a Miss Bimie 
w’ere the only members of the gentle se,\ aboard 
the iNorman Morrison that historic voyage. Miss 
Birnie, said Mrs. Johnstone, had' been en route to 
meet her brother at Nisqually. Much to her 
regret, she had never heard another word of her 
fellow [jas.senger, and had often wondered \<-hat 
became of her. 

Another vi\id childhood memorj' of tliat 
t ' voyage was the ship’s crow’’s n^st. The lookout’s 
I)erch high in tlie rigging had b^en drawn to her 
attention after she had asked an officer where the 
ship’s cook obtained his seemingly endless supply 
of vegetables. The crow’s nest, the officer solem- 
ly assured her, cont^ned a garden, where “they 
grew all sorts of thijj^s. For g long time I quite 
^lieved that this was^ue of all'ships, and I used . 
^ to be disappointed that I wasiriever able to see 
any oLthe .sailors bringing the \iegetables down!’’ 

Finally, the Norman Morfi^n anchored in 
Esquimau Harbor, Mrs. Johnstone recalling her 
amazement that the ship had found its w’ay into 
harbor in spite of the thick trees which seemed to 
surround the port and which gave the impression 
that they were on a large lake, i rather than in a 
harbor linked with the open sea. ; 

“We stayed on board the ship for two w’eeks 
because there was no other place for us to go. 
The Hudson’s Bay.Co. had a saw'mill near w-here 
Parson’s Bridgq is now, and w-e were very 
pleased when a Mrs. Gullion, who lived there, in¬ 
vited my mother and me to come and stop with 
her for a few days.” Upon completion of their 
visit, they reboarded the MorriSOTi for the short 
voyage arouiid to Fort Victoria; an imposing log 
structure which remained the most vivid mem<wry 
of her entire trip from the Old Country. 


“Victoria, in those days, consistedjof the HBC 
fort and a few small log houses outsi« of it. The 
fort was a large square of logs, 18 feet] high. It ex¬ 
tended from Bastion to Broughton fetreet, and 
from Government to Wharf, although; tfiere were 
no streets at all at that time. Ther^ w’ere two 
large gates in the centre of the wall. One on Gov¬ 
ernment Street, and one on Wharf Stijeet. Set in 
tlie large gates were small ones fot people to 
pass through. I remember xeiy w’ell ^he Kanaka 
gatekeeper. I don’t know why or how or wheti he 
came to Victoria. He was here when |\’e arrived, 
and was always a source of much interest to me. 

I cannot remember any trouble with fee Indians, 
but I know that sometimes everyone w'as called 
inside the fort, although Mr. Douglas was ahvays 
able tt settle things quietly.’’ ^ I 

The Indians of that period, she iaid. “were 
not like they are now. Tliey were ihuch more 
picturesque and interesting. The squads used to 
wear blankets, some of them very jity. One in 
jiarticular. I remember, had row:s a^d row’s of 
pearl butt(^ns sewn all around it. They had or¬ 
naments in their noses and through ^heir chins. 
Tliere were ever so many living oVer on the 
reserv e. At night we would watch theif' fires blaz¬ 
ing away, and listen to the sound of tteir singing 
or. chanting, their shouting and laughter. But 
I d<i not remember ever being afraid.” 

Immediately inside the stockade wjere the fur 
company’s storelK)Uses, also built of {logs. One, 
she remembered in particular, as, at’one end, it 
contained a quantity of drygoods Which were 
e.xclusively for sale to employees. One of ttie 
clerks wbo caught.,her eye at the time was a 
young man named Macdonald, who wps “always 
very courteous and obliging;” traits [which un¬ 
doubtedly helped him along the road llo success, 
wealth, prominence and a senatorship. ’ 

On what w’as to become the Brolighton (or 
south) side of the fort, three log structures simi¬ 
lar in size and appearance to the storehouses, 
were situated. Each w’as divided into |three sec¬ 
tions. and serv'ed as living quarterfe for die 
families of HBC serv ants. j 

“On Government Street side were iwo larger 
Iwuses. Part of cxie was occupied by 1 Rev. ^Ir.

Siames. The Anglican clergyman, and the otficer? 
c-f The HBC lived in the other one. There waf a 
Jarge dining-room there which was used for 
(hurch services by Mr. Staines on Sunday mom- 
■ing. He also did a little teaching there, and had 
some smaU boys for pupils. Mr. Stai^ was 
drowned not long after our arrival, but just hew 
I canrtot say.” Sharing half of the good reverw 
end’s bouse was the sui^ery of Dr. J. S. Helm- 
cken. 

One occasion which had impressed her was 
The appointment Chief Factor James Douglas 
as governor. “I remember that occasion.” she 
said, “the Norman Morrisem fired a salute, arid 
<jne of the sailors had part of lus hand blown off. 
Mr. Douglas had a small house at first, and in 
This he lived while his new house, over in James 
Bay. was being finished. The plasterer who was 
1«i wx>rk on it came out in the ship with us, and 
rny own father was a carpenter and came out in 
the service of the HBC. 

'I remember Lady Douglas. She was pretty, 
and all of the daughters were nice lookins. Their 
new house was a very fine one for those days, 
and beautifully situated. It is a pity that it could 
nc»t always have been preserved—the dwelling 
of the first governor . . 

Other buildings within the immediate vicinity 
of the fort were the howle occupied by Capt.. 
Langford and family: the company bakery; 'and 
a little place where a family named McGregor 
lived. They afterwards moved to Nanaimo.” The 
Homan Cathc^ic bishop lived in a small log house 
during c<«structioo of larger. mOTe comfortable 
ijuarters, near the laresent site oi St. Joseph's 
HosfMtal • Victoria General). Ttvo small resi¬ 
dences on Wharf Street w?ere occupied by James 
Yates, merchant, and Roderick Finlayson. fur 
tn'der. respectively. 

As for the fort itself, Mrs. Johnstone recalled 
"hvo ba.stions. one on the comer of Bastion and 
Government, and the other on the corner 
Wharf and Broughton. When an alami was given 
and everybody ran into the fort, the cannon in the 
bastions would sweep the countryside if neoes- 
t/.ry . and strike terror into the hearts of any 
t:V>uble«ome natives.” 

Another distinctive landmark was the- HBC 
i-.'ovien. near Fort Street, where the company 
grew ' beautiful vegetables.” Near what was h-

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Although I became a 
resident of British Colum- 
6/0 only 30-odd years ago, 

I believe I can recall 
things which will surprise 
those now living here. 

Even my actual landing in Vic- 
toirta was different. The mainland 
feETj' delivered passengers at our 
Inner Harbor offices and waiting- 
room — now the V\’a.x Museum! 
Frtm that viewpoint, the city would 
nonr be hardly recognizable, except 
for the venerable Empress Hotel , 
and the legislative Buildings. 

Having decided to desert the 
cruel winters of western Ontario, I 
came (first) to spend a month’s holi¬ 
day, studying Victoria and surround¬ 
ings. TTiat was in 1943. And I simply 
fel in love w’ith the whole area! 

It nuxst be remembered of 
course, that the Second World War 
was not yet concluded, and — being 
open to the Pacific Ocean — was 
specially \'ulnerable. It differed in a 
marked degree from inland loca¬ 
tion!. 

No lights were permitted, after 
dark, in city windows. Only <me — 
and' Aat verj' faint, on the frcmt end 
of a car, and slanted downwards. 

Gasoline, naturally, was decidely 
scarce, and rendered it impossible 
for me to explore the many intrigu¬ 
ing spots, such as Butchart’s Car¬ 
den!, until I was resident here and 
had my own car. 

In the city, street cars were in 
\*ogue—tracks and pulleys—and to 
reach most places, one had to travel 
by them or by chartered bus; then 
h^ it around. 

After spending an enjoyable time 
exploring this interesting city and 
disirict, I returned east to i»«pare 

« 
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for the final move: business intersts 
lo wind up. decisions as to what per¬ 
sonal items lo keep, sell or give 
away. It was, understandably, im¬ 
possible to get gasoline to drive my 
car out so I had to ship the car by 
freight - 3,0(X) miles. 

★ ★ ★ 

\ow came thQ time to search 
for a home. Many of the properties 
offered were quite impossible, but 
e\ entually an agent drove me out to 
'Gordon Head — and there it was! A 
half-acre lot on the comer of Ash 
Road and F^'a Lane, a few’ hundred 
yards from Mount Douglas. Every 
inch was under cultivation, five 
lawns, lots of shade-trees, fruit of 
every' description, forty rose-buses 
and tliousands of bulbs and peren¬ 
nials. 

A very’ conspicuous item w’as 
a tall, leaning fir-tree, obviously de¬ 
flected while quite young. Along 


the upijcr surface of tiie trunk, slats 
had been-nailed to form steps*,, mid 
in the high-up branches a bench af¬ 
forded space for several to sit. 

I later learned that, in early days 
— before the district w’as subdivid¬ 
ed. wild game came down from 
nearby hills, and this tree was used 
as a hunting lodge by man. 

E\ en before I had examined the 
house, I had made up my mind that 
this was for me! From the exterior 
appearance, one would judge it to 
be quite modem, but I was informed 
there was “a history to it.” 

A number of years ago, when all 
the adjacent land (about 260 acres) 
was owned by one man he made a 
wedding gift of one acre to his old¬ 
est son. Soon after the marriage, the 
young couple had a large four- 
roomed shack built. But, after a 
while, discovering that their tem¬ 
peraments were incompatible, de¬ 
cided that they would separate. 

BUT, not in the usual way! No 
seeking of legal advice, no thought 


of divjirce. They would simply di¬ 
vide, eiqually, everything they owned 
— larid, house and other posses¬ 
sions! The acre of Ijmd, being 
oblong, made tw'o very desirable 
almost square lots. The dwelling, 
also, was cut in tw'o; the ivife retain¬ 
ing toe land on which the fir tree 
stood, the husband moving his half 
onto his share of the land..

AfUr a while, the wifjs inherited 
some hioney and modernized hers. 

The property had, i how’ever. 
changed hands several times, part 
of the modernizing being quite re¬ 
cently i achieved. Har^wbod, inlaid 
floors.! casement windm\’$. a large 
open fireplace in the living-room 
with dum-waiter to bripg logs up

from toe basement, and hot-water 
heating throughout. 

I cl^ed the deal there and then, 
much to the satisfaction of the 
agent. 

Altlioug^ intrigued by description 
of toe numerous beauty-spots in and 
around the city, visiting them had to 
be postponed until I had my own cat 
— and gas. 

When furniture, and other posses¬ 
sions arrived fft)m the ea.«tf, I moved 
in, and decided to devote myself to 
the garden. And that was a big job! 
I found there w'ere no competent 
men to be hired, out there, Jind to 
come from toe city, gardeners were 
charging $10 a day. 'Hiat was big 
money, 30 years ago. I could, myself 
get sufficient gasoline for one trip a 
week Into the city and to attend 
church, St. Luke’s, Cedar Hill, once 
CXI Sun^jrs. 

While living in Ontario, I had 
belcxiged to innumerable organiza- 
tkxis, not (xily the charitable type, 
but musical, photognaphig, theatri¬

This made me decide to Irefrain 
from joining anything of the [sort — 
e.xcept Red Cross — so that I might 
enjoy my freedom out here!

In my e-irly days here, the sec¬ 
tion of land on the west side of what 
is now the Victoria University was 
being used as a home for veterans, 
while the present Veterans’ Hospital 
w as under construction. There were, 
of course^ numerous, appropriate 
Ixiildings and the varied serv’ices 
were highly appreciated. 

I.«nter, when their owti hospital 
was completed and they w’ere all 
transferr^, this camp was convert¬ 
ed into a pri.soner of war camp, the 
numerous cabins being specially 
equipped as living and recreaticmal 
centres. 

The new’ occupants had been pris¬ 
oners of the Japanese, and a sorry 
sight they were! Not a man had 
either a cent of money, nor a wrist- 
watch. They said that, apart from | 
inflicting physical ill treatment, the 


Japanese were adepts At mental tor¬ 
ture. It was quite common for a 
Japanese officer to parade in front 
of them, his arms covered from 
wrist to shoulder with their watches. 

The numerous cabins in the camp 
were specially outfitted as living 
and recreational centres, the men 
being supplied by the Red Cross 
with tobacco, stationery, postage 
sf.’imps, candy, playing cards, light 
refreshment and even medicines. I 
was devoting two days a week to 
this work, which included drives to 
some of <xjr beauty spots. 

^ Most w’riters are aw’are of the an¬ 
tipathy shown by editors and pub¬ 
lisher* for «'olncldence. This is a 
piiy.^enuine cases being extremely 
interesting.

One of the greatest attractions, 
when-settling at Cordon Head, was 
the ma.jestic Mount Douglas — origi¬ 
nally know-n as Cedar Hill — com¬ 
prising 365 acres of heavily tim¬ 
bered land, and so steep there was 
only one way of ascent. A winding 
road led practically to the summit, 
where motorists found a fairly spa¬

After all, I w-as well up in the 00s, 
so had td listen to him. 

I had no difficulty whatever in 
disposing of the property.

A Maritime Coffin 


Quite literally, the British ship Andelana did 
become a coffin, for when she turned turtle in Tacoma 
harbor, she carried her crew to their deaths.

CREW OF ANDELANA . . . 


Xo one witnessed the catastroi^ 
that spring night three-quarters of a 
century ago. The ship swung quietly 
at anchor in the evening, her spars 
rising high above the other ships, 
but by morning not a ripple showed 
w here she had gone down. 

Looking back, one can see clearly 
what happened. The Andelana's bal¬ 
last had been removed in Antici¬ 
pation of a cargo of wheat for the 
United Kingdom to be loaded the 
ne.xt day. It w'ould be a long haul 
around Oape Horn but the crew 
looked forw'ard to it with a, sense of 
adventure. At least they w^ould be 
homeward bound. 

To compensate for the absence of 
ballast, the ship had been shored up 
with large logs, held in place by' 
chains. This should have been ade¬ 
quate, but when a strong wind arose 
during the night, the chains some¬ 
how were dislodged and the ship 
turned over and sank. 

The hatches w'ere known to have 
been open letting water pour unhin¬ 
dered into the hold. The Adelana 
was a four-masted' ship, and the 
weight of her spars undoubtedly con¬ 
tributed to the fact that she must 
have turned over before she sank. 

She was owned by the Adelana 
Shipping Company Ltd., of Liver^ 
pool, and w-as one of the finest ships 
in the Northw^est grain trade. She 
was valued at ^,000, a fair sum at 
the turn of the century. 

The men were all in their bunks 
below deck, and it is doubtful if they 
knew what was happening. The crew 
was made up of men from many 
ports. The captain was from Nova 
Scotia, the' cook from Barbadoes, 
and the steward had just signed on 
from Victoria, British Columbia. 
There was also a Norwegian, and a 


LaUian, the latter hailing from the 
seaport city of Riga. 

The only crew member who es¬ 
caped catastrophe was Percy Dud¬ 
ley Buck, the youngest member of 
the crew'. Judging by his name, he 
was an Englishman. He had been 
hospitalized the day of the tragedy 
Jue to a severe tooth infection. 

Fred Lindstrom, the Norwegian, 
was also in the hospital that fatal 
day. How'ever, the nurses disbeliev¬ 
ed his long list of symptoms, partic- 
uiaiiy when he confided to one of 
them that he had a premonition that 
tragedy of some sort would befall 
the Andelana that very night, and 
that he wished more than anything 
else to stay right there in the hospi¬ 
tal. 

The day of the disaster, however, 
the captain visited both men, and 
con^’inced Lindstrom he better come 
back to the ship. Buck was saved, 
but Lindstrom went down with the 
ship. Maybe the tragedy could have 
been averted had proper heed been 
given to Lindstrom’s foreboding. 

The new's of the -sinking spread 
like wildfire. “Drowned like rats in 
a cage," screamed the headlines. 
Telegrams to the owners and to the 
homes of the seamen, carried the 
sad tidings. Divers were immediate¬ 
ly sent down, even though 4t was 
recognized that the men could not 
be saved. 

One of the divers lost his life 
when his suit burst under the pres¬ 
sure of the deep water. During the 
following weeks many efforts were 
made to raise the ship, but not even 
the combined power erf four tugs 
was great enough to pull the sub¬ 
merged craft into shallow water. 
Lloyds of London made the insia*- 


ance i>ayment as socxi as hope of 
raising the ship was abandoned. 

Something like 35-years later, 
when the sunken ship had been for¬ 
gotten by almost everywie, a diver 
went down in about the same spot to 
search for a lost anchor. He ac¬ 
cidently stumbled on the remains of 
a ship lying on her side. Knowing 
his marine history, he recognized 
the Andelana. He brought up a piece 
of the wreckage as proof, but re¬ 
fused to give any details of his hor¬ 
rifying experience. 

One day in the late 1940s, the as¬ 
tonished editor of a Tacoma paper 
received a telephone call from Lon¬ 
don. It was a reporter from the Lon¬ 
don Times, asking if anything new- 


carried to their deaths. 


had turned up on the Andelana 
story. He assured the Tacoma editor 
that people in Britain were still in¬ 
terested in the Andelana. All the edi¬ 
tor could tell him was that h piece 
of board had been brought up by the 
liver, and that it had been placed in 
the Washington State Historical So¬ 
ciety in Tacoma, where it still re¬ 
mains. 

Undoubtedly, it is w'ell to let 
sleeping ships lie, but (me rather 
wonders what became <rf Percy 
Buck, the only crew member to sur¬ 
vive. Did he return to England or 
did he remain in Tacoma. There are 
more than 30 persons by the rather 
unusual name of “Buck" listed in 
the Tacoma directory. Could any of 
these be his descendants? 


Spoon Feed Winter Bass 


For many years fishermen and 
biologists believed that when cold 
weather arrived bass fishing had to 
stop because the fish weren’t active. 
A few hardy anglers finally put this 
myth to rest by experimenting dur¬ 
ing winter and catching enough fish 
to prewe their contention that bass 
fishing is a year-round sport. 

Cold weather fishing for bass 
does require different skills, a fact 
the angling experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards learned.

play important roles in winter bass 
fishing success.

It said Tanaka now owns 
four homes in Japan, includ¬ 
ing one richly-furnished pal¬ 
ace covering Jive acres in 
central Tokyo.

Bungei Shunju has pro- 
mTsed^TrT continue its disclo- 
sures in subsequent editions 
but meanwhile, Tanaka is 
reeling under another con¬ 
troversy started by reports of 
a secret nuclear deal with the 
United States. 

These Indicate that Japan 
has given American nuclear- 
equipped warships the right to 
use any ports inside Japanese 
territory when necessary. 

In nuclear-sensitive Japan, 
the only country ever to come 
under atomic attack, the re¬ 
ports led to an immediate 
rash of protests and demon¬

Tlie resulting flood of anti- 
American sentiment has cast 
some doubts on whether Pres¬ 
ident Ford will go ahead with 
a scheduled visit to Japan 
next month. 

Whether Tanaka will be 
able to remain in office in the 
light of these developments 
has become a subject of spec¬ 
ulation both inside and outside 
Japan. 

But at least one seasoned 
politician. former finance 
minister Takeo Fukuda, has 
cast doubt on the premier’s 
future, saying:

The biggest show in l^n 
rolled Jhrough its first week 
on schedule and on cue. 

Well, maybe not quite on 
schedule. 

There is little doubt that 
Premier Barrett and the NDP 
would like the fall session of 
the Legislature wrapped up at 
least a couple of days before 
Nov. 15 when the premier is 
due to leave for China. 

And there is little doubt that 
the official Social Credit op¬ 
position would like to embar¬ 
rass the premier by pushing 
the session beyond that date. 

The Socreds won’t prevent 
Barrett from leaving on 
schedule, unless they can 
come up with a major scandal 
on the eve of his departure, 
but they would rejoice, I’m 
sure, and have a few field 
days with the fact that the 
premier had chosen to put a 
junket before the pedple’s 
business. 

Not a very inspiring politi¬ 
cal ploy I’ll admit, but one 
that appears to be in the mak¬ 
ing. 

If Social Credit goes that 
route, and I think that’s the 
way they are heading, it 
leaves the NDP holding one 
ace. 

On the evening of Nov. 28 
and throughout Nov. 29 and 
30, Social Credit will be hold¬ 
ing its annual convention at 
the plush Hyatt Regency Hotel 
in Vancouver. If the session 
goes beyond the 15th, it seems 
fairly logical to me that the 
government will have good 
cause to stretch it out to at 
least month-end and thus 
leave the 11 Socreds in the 
house the choice of attending 
Opposition business or attend¬ 
ing the convention. 

It’s true that Premier Bar¬ 
rett has always said he would 
never kno^ngly slate gov¬ 
ernment business to interfere 
with the political activities of 
other parties. And I suppose 
the Opposition would try to 
make much of the fact that he 
had broken that promise if 
the session rolls over their 
convention deadline. 

It’s an argument the pre¬ 
mier could answer with his 
schoolboy grin and the quiet 
comment that he didn’t delay 
the session. Social Credit did. 

The Socreds, far better or¬ 
ganized this time around, al¬ 
ready have a game plan in 
case the session stretches as 
far as their convention. They 
will leave one member in the 
Legislature while the other 10 
head over the pond for two 
days, of back-slapping, 
morale-boosting chatter. 

And if you think it’s all a 
little childish, you’re right. 
It’s one-upmanship politics at 
its lowest level. But it’s a 
game they all play. 

After one week in the Big 
House i few impressions 
emerge.

itself to its task a little more 
efficiently than it did in the 
spring with Socred leader Wil¬ 
liam Bennett on his feet 
more, needling more and 
showing signs of having done 
his home work. He’s not a 
power in the legislative 
phamber yet, but he has im¬ 
proved. 

His main weakness, and it 
shows all too often, is his in¬ 
ability to ride the one-line 
shafts hurled across the floor 
'any time he stands up to 
speak. The old pros brush 
such shafts to one side, and 
continue with their questions 
or statements without flinch¬ 
ing. 

Young Williams tends to get 
a little flustered and tries to 
counter on-target barbs with 
his own. He’s not good at it 
and his attempts leave him 
stumbling to collect his 
thoughts and get back on 
track. And anyone who has 


been around the political 
scene for any length of time 
knows that's fatal. 

Bennett still has to leara 
that it really is a jungle out 
there and wounded animals 
invite the coup de grace. And 
NDP members, whether in 
government or opposition, 
have always been experts at 
administering it. 

The other impression is that 
Barrett, although backed by 
an unshakeable majority, still 
doesn’t have control of the 
house. It isn’t easy to put 
your finger on just where he 
lacks the control. Indeed, for 
all I know, maybe it’s just the 
way he wants it. - 

But the impression remains 
that thi^ goveimment in all its* 
parts just rolls along without 
a plan or a floor general in 
tlie house. 

Nine or so^ years ago, when 
I sat in the press gallery dur¬ 
ing some of the W. A. C. Ben¬ 
nett years, there was no doubt 
who held the reins of govern¬ 
ment and there was no doubt 
who the floor general was. 

Premier Bennett was tlie 
driver, Robert Bonner, then 
attorney - general, w a s the 
floor general. And I’ve never 
seen a better one, here, in the 
Alberta Legislature which I 
covered for a while, or in Sas¬ 
katchewan where I was an oc¬ 
casional visitor.. 

No, I’m not advocating a re¬ 
turn to the olds days; just 
wishing out loud that the NDP 
had someone of his calibre to 
guide the MLAs through, what 
have become meandering 
days of repetitious nonsense. 

With a floor general like 
Bonner, the present session 
would end promptly when the 
government w'anted it to end. 
And with nobody seriously 
complaining they had been 
hard done by.

The kinds of procedural 
matters which needed codifi¬ 
cation. he said, are set time 
hmits for hearing of api»eal.s, 
and specific grounds on which 
an appeal can be filed with 
regard to zoning and other 
development matters. 

“We need to put discretion 
squarely in the hands of elect¬ 
ed fKditicians, rather than ad¬ 
ministrators and technicians, 
and also to reduce the areas 
in which discrimination can 
be applied,” he said. 

During the 1970S in B.C.. the 
period of time for approval of 
a development plan has in- 
j-reased from^ six months to 
- three years, he said. “Elimi¬ 
nation of uncertainty and re¬ 
duction of delay would reduce 
the cost of housing to the pub¬ 
lic who must, one way or an¬ 
other, pay the cost of that 
day.” 

He also suggested that de- 
\’elopers and real estate 
agents should have greater 
knowledge of all stages in the 
approval process. 

“They must know the time 


sons for and criteria of deci¬ 
sions which will be made by 
public bodies, gnd that could 
only be clarified if the laws 
and^ procedures arc set out in 
statute.

“It was the ruling of the 

back judge and the field judge 
that time had expired before 
the last play,’’ Duke said of 
the confusion-filled final sec¬ 
onds. in which the ball got 

around loose before -the Buck- 
eyes’ Bruce Baschnagel 
scooped it up and plunged into 
the end zone. 

The line judge had signaled 
an Ohio State touchdown, then 
quickly waved it off. Duke 
said later that the Buckeyes 
would have suffered a penalty 
on the play had time not run 
out, since tailback Archie 
Griffin was not sdt for the 
required full second before 
the ball was snapped. 

When the gun went off, both 
teams, believing they had 
won. broke into victory 
dances as the crowd swarmed 
onto the field. Confusion 
reigned as the officials head¬ 
ed off the field to confer, then 
met with Duke, who relayed 
their decision to the happy 
crowd.

Commonwealth Games 


Facility estimates 
jump drastically 


EDMONTON TCP) Fatil- 
ities for the 1978 Common¬ 
wealth Games may cost $5 to 
$10-million more than origi¬ 
nally estimated, Alex Farrow, 
president of the Games’ Foun¬ 
dation, said Friday. 

He said both the federal 
and provincial governments 
probably will increase their 
contributions to the Founda¬ 
tion. 

Under the cuirenf cost-shar¬ 
ing arrangement, open to re¬ 
negotiation. the city and fed¬ 
eral government will each 
contribute $11.6 million, the 
province $7.9 million and the 
F’oundation $1 million. 

Farrow told a diroctor's 
meeting that the Foundation 


was faced with the problem of 
inflation “for which we need 
some substantial assistance. ” 

“No one could ever have 
anticipated that costs would 
lump so drastically . . . there 
isn’t anybody in Alberta or 
Canada who could have fore¬ 
casted this jump." 

He said a close estimate of 
the increased cost of facilities 
would be possible until a con¬ 
sultants’ report is completed 
at the end of the month. 

After both levels of govern¬ 
ment have announced their 
decisions, he said, the Foun¬ 
dation will attempt to make 
up any remaining deficit 
through expanded marketing 
and fund-raising programs.

Tanker ship blows 
in Tokyo collision 


Rubber dams proposed for Venice 


TOKYO (AP> A tanker 
loaded with liquefied gas and 
a freighter hauling ateel col¬ 
lided in busy Tokyo Bay on 
Saturday, setting off an explo¬ 
sion that sent flaAes shooting 
600 feet into the air. 

Maritime officials said foui* 
sailors were known dead and 
30 were missing in the worst 
collision ever between a 
tanker and a freighter in 
Japanese waters. 

Earlier, officials said five 
Ixxlies had been found. 

Rescue boats picked up 33 
survivors before the explo¬ 
sion. which occurred three 
hours after the collision. Of¬ 
ficials said seven were in¬ 
jured. Most of those rescued 
were from the tanker, while 
26 of the missing were from 
the freighter. 

The search for .survivors 
continued, but hopes dimmed 
as the hours passed. 

Visibility at the time of the 
lollision was said to have 
been fair and the sea calm 

Fire continued to rage 
aboard the 43,723-ton Japa¬ 
nese tanker Yuko Mam for 
hours after the fiery blast. 

Patrol craft and fiielxiats 
surrounded the ship but were 
kept at a distance for fear of 
further explosions from its 
cargo of liquified propane, bu¬ 
tane and naphtha, picKed up 
in Saudi Arabia. 

While the tanker continued 
to blaze, officials said the fire 
aboard the freighter, the 
10.784-ton Pacific Ares, had 
burned out. 

TTie Japanese Maritime 
Safety Agency said the 
freighter is owned by Pacific 
Bulk Carrier, Inc., registered

The three tube-dams, made 
of polyester covered in water- 
[iroof rubber, would be able to 
block the Lido, Chioggia and 
Malamocco channels through 
which water enters the Venice 
lagoon. 

At [iresent this water flow’s 
in unchecked, and when tliere 


are heavy seas the beautiful 
St. Mark's Square, most 
famous part of the city, is 
often knee-deep in water. The 
homes of the lagoon city’s in¬ 
habitants are affected by 


flood waters 20 or 30 days a 
year. 

The three dams, pro[xised 
by a consortium of Pirelli, the 
Italian rubber giant, and Fur- 
lanis, an Italian construction 
firm, would be emptied durr 
ing normal seas and would lie 


dormant on the bottom of the 
sea. WTien. high seas arose, 
they could be qucikly pumiied 
full of water to provide an ef¬ 
fective barrier. 

Qjnsortium engineers say a 
conventional concrete and 


steel dam would deface the 
unique beauty of Venice, 
would interfere with shipping, 
would J)€ expensive and — 
perhaps most important upset 
• the lagoon's delicate ecologi- 
cal balance.
